R.E. Taxes on 281 
Paicels Unpaid Mar. 1 

City Treasurer and Collector 
Clarence C. Colby states that the 
number of parcels of real estate 
in Newton on which taxes re- 
main unpaid on March 1 of this 
year was 281. This is much less 
than last year when on March 
7, taxes on 522 lots remained un- 
paid. 

The number of unpaid person- 
al property tax bills remaining 
unpaid this year was only 41 as 
compared with 111 last year. The 
number of unpaid poll tax bills 
remaining unpaid this year was 
243 as compared with 364 the 
previous year, and the number 
of motor excise tax bills remain- 
ing unpaid is 151 as compared 
with 460 last year. 

Collector Colby expects that 
when the annual advertising of 
tax delinquent property takes 
place this year the number will 
have been reduced considerably 1 
from the 281 parcels which re- 
mained unpaid as of March 1.

uated from Amherst College in] 
1890 and received his law degree 
from Harvard In 1900. He was 
engaged In the practice of law, 
with offices on State street, Bos-, 
ton for 47 years, associated at 
first with his cousin, the late 
Judge Ellhu Loomis, and In re- 
cent years with Judge Thomas 
Weston. He specialized In pro- 
bate and corporate matters and 
often was consulted by other 
members of the legal profession. 

He was a trustee or the East- 
ern Utility Association, a director

See Resuscitator 

Demonstrated

On Monday and Tuesday 
nights, April 21-22, in the Guard | 
Room at Newton Pbllce Head-i 
quarters, the Newton Police De-| 
partment School, which is being 
conducted for the night officers 
in the department, was address- 
ed by George V. Deverell, terri- 
torial manager of the McKesson 
Appliance Co. of Toledo, Ohio, 
manufacturers of the McKesson 
Resuscitator dnd Inhalator. Mr. 
Deverell is in charge of sales' and 
service in the area comprising 
New England and New York 
State, and has been connected 
with this firm for over 15 years. 

The McKesson Resuscitator 
was invented by Dr. E. 1. McKes- 
son in 1932 and has been on the 
market since 1933. It is a valuable 
aid in rest of Ing victims of drawn- 
ing and asphyxiation accidents, 
and was used extensively by the 
U. 9. Navy and U. S. Merchant 
Marine during World War No. 2. 
The Police Department ambu- 
lance has been equipped with 
one since 1940. 

Mr. Deverell lectured for two 
hours on the manufacture and 
practical use of the machine, in- 
cluding tho causes of asphyxia- 
tion and the latest methods of 
treatment of such cases from 
a first alder’s point of view. Each 
of the officers present then was 
given an opportunity to operate 
the resuscitator. 

The school was started in Jan- 
uary by Chief Veduccio to give 
all officers a refresher course as 
well as an opportunity to keep' 
abreast of modern police meth- j 
ods. Several guest speakers, in- 
cluding five lecturers from the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, j 
have addressed the classes. The 
chief has dealled Lieuts. Philip 
Purcell, Charles E. Walker and ! 
Patrick J. King, Sergt. Dowling, , 
Sergt. David T. Dalton and Of- | 
fleer Gilbert J. Champagne to ' 
conduct the course. Subjects cov- ! 
ered are: Police procedure, crim- j 
Inal law, first aid, firearms and 
public relations. Mr. Deverell's 
talk was in connection with the 
first aid phase of the school. 
Graduation will take place in ! 
May at a date and place to be 
announced later.

In order to assist Newton citi- 
zens to give precious eyesight to 
those now blind, the Red Cross 
Motor Corps of the Newton Chap- 
ter and the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital have become affiliated 
with the program of the Boston 
Eye Bank, 243 Charles street, , 
Boston.

Gov. Bradford s Message 

I confess that I was somewhat 
startled when I read the 
Governor’s message on taxation. 
Despite the frequent sugges- 
tions that a sales tax was 
probably in the offing, it seemed 
unlikely to me that such a rax 
would Anally be recommended. 
However, a study of the per- 
sonnel of the Governor’s special 
commission on Anances might 
have warned me. It was a 
rather courageous group of men 
who really knew a good deal 
about the question of taxation 
and State Anances. 

Personally, it has always been 
my opinion that a general sales 
tax should be sort of a court 
of last resort, after all other 
means had failed. Such a »ax 
will unquestionably bear down 
hardest upon those who ai*e 
least able to stand it. Granted 
that food is exempted: some- 
thing which the distinguished 
Senator Dolan doesn’t seem to 
know. This legislator is the boss 
of all the Democrats in our 
State Senate and should know 
better than to sound ofT the way 
he has. The’ point Is that 
clothing, one of the most vital 
necessities of life, is NOT 
exempted. The same holds true 
of a great many other articles 
which are practically indispen- 
sable. 

Now, taxation is deAnitely 
not one of the subjects which 
is crystal clear to your colum- 
nist. My theory is that taxation 
should be spread out in such a 
manner that it can be borne 
most easily by people of dif- 
ferent incomes. For example, 
the Federal income tax is 
graded according to the size of 
a man’s income and, therefore, 
according to his ability to pay. 
How about a sales tax? Is such 
a tax similarly graded? Obvious- 
ly not. However, just because it 
is relatively small it seems to 
be assumed that it will not be 
a very great burden on any- 
body. This is certainly not true. 
Even your typical white-collar 
worker, to say nothing about 
your even lower income groups, 
is hardly in a position to pay 
any more taxes at this time. 

Well, you may counter, what 
do YOU suggest? That is a fair 
question. My readers may re- 
call that I stressed last week 
the fact that the sum total of 
many relatively small savings 
equalled a large saving. I was 
speaking of the increased salary 
that our Legislators were about 
to vote for themselves: also, 
about the question of unneces-

| sarily large travel expenses. 
My Agures appeared to show 
that about $62,400 could be 
easily saved' on present travel 
expenses. The saving on the in- 
creased salaries would mean at 
least another $70,000. Add the 
two Agures together and you 
get $132,400. That means over 
a tenth of a million dollars and 
that isn’t peanuts. 

Here are two more sugges- 
tions. How about imposing a 
tax on all owners of radios, 
based on the value of each 
radio? Those who have a very 
expensive radio, or who have 
two or three radios in their 
house, as mriny people do, would 
be obliged to pay a much 
stiffer tax than those who have 
a "one-lung” machine, if I may 
coin the phrase.

NOT every time you wanted to 
buy an article of merchandise. 

My second suggestion, which 
requires real Intestinal fortitude 
for the gentlemen on Beacon 
Hill, including His Excellency, 
Governor Bradford, would be ihe 
levying of a much stiffer tax 
on the horse and dog-racing 
gentry. These people have been 
allowed to get away with mur- 
der in the way of taxation. They 
scream to high heaven whenever 
a tax is imposed, BUT, have you 
noticed many of these people 
selling out and trying iome : 
other form of business? Of! 
course, I am not utterly dumb 
and I realize that there are 
certain high-priced lawyers in 
Boston, including some pseudo- 
Republican lawyers, who also 
have a substantial stake in the 
ponies and the doggies. It »s 
quite possible that it is these 
lawyers who make it next to 
impossible for Governor Brad- 
ford or any other Governor to 
pin the bee on the racing 
interests. If the try to, .said 
lawyers simply swing their 
support, including that of all 
those mixed up in racing to the 
opposition candidate for Gover- 
nor. It is a shame and I only 
wish I knew how this situation 
could be handled. However, I 
wonder why the Governor’s 
special Anance commission did 
not suggest a stiffer tax for 
the racing interests. 

As to the chances for passage 
of the new tax bill, they do ndt 
seem very good from my point 
of view. There are plenty of Re- 
publicans who will refuse to vote 
for at least a part of it, (sales 
tax) and the Democrats, of 
course, will be olmost solidly

and the ewift, complicated, mys- 
terious mechanism of sight be- 
Rina. 

Sometimes Injury or disease 
clouds both corneas of a person’s 
eyes, making them opaqqu# to 
light. When that happens, even 
though the rest of the eye and 
the optic nerve remain healthy, 
the person becomes blind. When 
•vision is lost through this par- 
ticular type of blindness, it can 
usually be restored to one eye at 
a time by cutting away the 
clouded cornea and replacing it 
with a piece of clear healthy 
cornea taken from one of two 
sources: either from an eye 
-which has been removed from a 
living person for causes not af- 
fecting the cornea, or from the 
good eyes of deceased persons 
who were sufficiently informed 
and thoughtful during their life- 
time to make specific arrange- 
ments for their priceless dona- 
tion at the time of death. Age, 
sex, race, and blood type of the | 
donor make no difference, nor j 
does any defect in vision not af- 
fecting the cornea. 

Eyes must be removed within 
one hour after death. At the 
present time it is possible for the 
Eye Bank to take advantage of 
the gifts of only those eye donors 
who happen to die in hospitals, 
because in most instances only 
hospitals have the necessary fa- 
cilities for removing the eyes. 
There is no disfigurement. 

Eye tissue can be preserved 
only for a maximum of 72 hours 
before being used in the corneal 
transplant operation. If that time

limit expires or if for any reason 
the tissue is unsuitable for trans- 
plant, it will still be invaluable 
for research in many fields of 
ophthalmology. 

The Eye Bank furnishes eye 
tissue free of charge to eye sur- 
geons, eye hospitals and eye de- 
partments of general hospitals. 
Requests are filled in order as 
eye tissue is available. Whenever 
the cooperating hospitals have 
eyes available, Red Cross Motor 
Corps rushes them to the Eye 
Bank, where they arc examined 
and if perfect, distributed to 
qualified surgeons. A surgeon is 
told when his turn Is next and 
he informs the first patient on 
the list, who answers the call to 
rush to the hospital, the call that 
may well mean he will see again. 

Citizens are urged to make the 
gift of their eyes a part of their 
wills, since eyes must be used 
before wills can be probated. 
The necessary, simple arrange- 
ments may be made through the 
Boston Eye Bank which has 
donor forms and explanatory 
literature for those wishing to 
cooperate. The telephone number 
of the Eye Bank is Capital 0470.

Rotary Club 

Gene Campbell, who sang his 
"swan song” in Newton Rotary 
Club on Monday, was responsible 
for a very interesting program. 
One of his assistants, Mr. Robin- 
son, gave a lecture and demons- 
tration of the micro-wave, which 
is a high frequency wave travell- 
ing in a straight line. In this it 
is unlike the radio waves, which 
spread in all directions, and more 
like light waves. It is used in tele- 
phonic and telegraphic messages 
and television. Two lines run out 
of Boston, one over five towers 
to Ne^r York City, and the other 
via a tower at Barnstable to 
Nantucket. These are still experi- 
mental installations. Mr. Robin- 
son demonstrated the wave 
characteristic qualities of the 
micro-wave. Among these were 
they following: 

Micro- waves pass through non- 
conductors that are obstructed 
by conductors, therefore will not 
pass through a hill. They may be 
passed through flexible tubes, 
through which the direction of 
the current can be changed. 
These are used to transmit the 
wave from its source to the trans- 
mitter at the top of the tower. 
In other words, the tube acts as 
a directional guide to any place 
desired. Micro- waves can be bent 
on their direction changed by dir- 
ectio'n changers much as light 
can be deflected or their direc- 
tion changed by direction chang- 
ers much as light can be de- 
flected by reflectors. By this 
means the micro-wave can be 
transmitted over and around a 
mountain. Other instruments in- 
crease the intensity of the in- 
tensities of the wave are simple 
open grills or panels, thus of- 
fering little resistance to winds 
and permitting therefore, light 
construction.

The following recommenda- 
tions are suggested when gas is 
escaping from a damaged street 
main, a service pipe or within 
the building. 

First call the Newton Fire De- 
partment at BIG. 0030. Second, 
evacuate the premises, third, call 
the Boston Consolidated Gas 
Company at ARNold 6000. In 
using this order it will allow 
the Fire Department to get to 
the location in the shortest pos- 
sible time so that they can either 
try to stop the gas leak or help 
to evacuate the building, espe- 
cially If there are any people 
requiring assistance. In such con- 
ditions the Fire Department usu- 
ally notifies the Gas Company. 

General Action, (a) Where gas 
escaping is slight. There is no 
serious danger apart from the 
risk of fire spreading if the flames 
are adjacent to inflammable ma- 
terial. Any attempt to extinguish 
the gas flames requires immedi- 
ate and complete sealing of the 
source of leakage. Otherwise, un- 
ignited gas will escape and an 
even more serious condition may 
result. 

lb) Where gas is escaping but 
is not slight. (1) The gas should 
not be ignited. (2) All possible 
precautions should be taken to 
prevent ignition. (3) Keep by- 
standers, if any, away from the 
escaping gas and keep away from 
it yourself, and to avoid risk of 
being gassed endeavor to keep 
"up wind" of the escape. (4) Be

(2) Ventilate 
all affected buildings by opening 
doors, windows, etc. This applies 
particularly to basements, cel- 
lars, etc., which should wherev- 
er possible, be opened to outside. 
(3) Other shelters for persons In 
affected buildings should be 
found until the source of the 
leakage has been traced and re- 
paired. (4) Any unconscious per- 
sons should be moved to a place 
clear of the escape of gas and 
those known to be unconscious 
from the effects of gas given arti- 
fical respiration. Call a doctor 
promptly. 

Do not take any unnecessary 
chances entering the building 
once the people have been evac- 
uated. 

Be safe, have all gas leaks in- 
vestigated at the time they are 
detected and have them repaired 
at once. Don’t let escaping gas 
and an open flame destroy your 
home or take the lives of your 
family.

Camp Massasoit 
Opens Fourth 
Season June 23 

damp Massasoit, the day camp 
at the Newton Y M.C.A., will 
carry on its fourth consecutive 
season this summer, starting on 
Monday, June 23, and complet- 
ing its nine weeks of camping on 
Saturday, August 23. In order to 
accommodate as many boys as 
possible, and also to carry on an 
efficient program, the Camp Com- 
mittee has set an enrollment lim- 
it of 130 boys for each three 
week period.

Charles W. Abbott, a graduate 
of the University of Nebraska, is 
associate physical director of the 
Y.M.C.A., and has been with the 
camp since its opening in 1944. 
He has specialized in devoloping 
the swimming program at the 
"Y’\ teaching the beginners, in- 
structing and testing in the pro- 
gressive swimming tests, teach- 
ing and testing in life saving, 
and has developed very success- 
ful swimming teams.

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A Timely Report 

„ The erstwhile ' boy educator," Robert M. Hutchins, Chancel- 
lor of the University of Chicago, as head of the Commission on 
Freedom of the Press, has recently issued a study of the contem- 
porary American press. 

Chancellor Hutchins is perhaps best known in the intellectual 
world for his vanguard work in the resurgence of the perennial 
Thomistic philosophy, as he and his colleague* Professor Mortimer 
Adler, probably the most profound philosopher in this country to- 
day, hammered away steadily at the subjectivistic confusion that 
passed for thinking in many universities, at a time when to speak 
of “absolute truth" was to invite the characterization of “reaction- 
ary” or “medievalist." 

Now this educational innovator, together with 12 other ex- 
perts, has released the report of an inquiry which was undertaken 
more than three years ago. 

Financed by grants of $200,000 from Time, Ine., and $15,000 
from Encyclopedia Britannica, the inquiry has furnished a com- 
prehensive report on the present state of our newspapers, a report 
that is being generally hailed as 'the most outstanding ever made 
on this subject. 

Analysing the shortcomings of the daily newspapers, the 
Report deplored the fact that the press emphasizes the exceptional 
rather than the representative, the sensational rather than the 
significant, and declared that news is being twisted by the empha- 
sis on firstness, the novel and the exciting. 

The Commission did not object to the reporting of acts of 
violence, but rather to the preoccupation with them, to the exclu- 
sion of the social and cultural factors. 

A weekly paper — for which we are thankful — docs not 
face this constant pressure to be ever alerted for “scoops” of a 
sensational nature, but seeks only to bring out a wholesome sheet 
that is proper, fare for the entire family. 

At a time when America is required to show the world the 
benefits of democracy, it is doubly unwise that our movies, our 
radio and our papers convey the impression that our life is mostly 
a mad mixture of night-club brawls, race riots, strike violence, and 
quarrels among public officials.

Onr U. S. Senators 

Together with a great many 
other good friends and admirers 
of Senator Lcverctt Saltonstall 
and Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 
I have poen increasingly puzzled 
of late by some of their votes 
in the U. S. Senate. The climax 
came, of course, when they 
broke away from the policy of 
the Republican leaders In the 
upper branch of Congress on 
the first two amendments to the 
labor bill. 

Let’s look at the vote on these 
amendments. There was a vi- 
tally-important amendment de- 
signed to curb industry-wide 
bargaining. Under this amend- 
ment a man like John L. Lewis 
would never again have the pow- 
er to cripple the country by 
means of a nation-wide coal 
strike. This amendment was de- 
feated by a very close margin, 
44 to 43. Voting for the amend- 
ment, in addition to Senators 
Taft, Vandenberg and Wherry, 
who are three of the so-called 
Big Four in the G. O. P., were 
men like Ball of Minnesota, a 
real liberal, Ferguson of Michi- 
gan, one of the strong men of 
the Senate, Brewster of -Maine 
and Bridges of New Hampshire, 
Bricker of Ohio, Capper of Kan- 
sas, Hickenlooper of Iowa and 
twenty-one other Republicans. 
That accounts for thirty-one 
membere of the G. O. P. Twelve 
Democrats, including Byrd of 
Virginia and Fulbright of Arkan- 
sas, also voted for this amend- 
ment, making a total of forty- 
three votes in favor of curbing 
industry-wide bargaining. 

Now look at the other side of 
the picture. There were forty- 
four votes cast against the 
amendment. Twenty-eight were 
Democrats and sixteen were Re- 
publicans, including our own 
two Senators, Saltonstall and 
Lodge and four other New Eng- 
landers. Of these four, two are 
men who are apt to stray off 
the reservation on quite a few 
measures and two are normal 
Republicans. The first two are 
Aiken of Vermont and Tobey of 
New Hampshire and the last 
two are Baldwin of Connecticut 
and Flanders of Vermont. The 
other ten Senators are a hodge- 
podge. Among them are sup- 
posedly sound men like the new 
Senator from New York, Mr. 
Ives and the very- very queer 
gentleman from North Dakota, 
Mr. Langer. 

Turn, now, to the vote on the 
next amendment to the labor 
bill. This would prohibit union 
control of health and welfare 
funds and the involuntary check- 
off of union dues. In contrast

to the first amendment, thl3 
one carried by a vote of 48 to 
40, despite the Vote of our two 
Massachusetts Senators on the 
losing side. All the' Senators 
whom I referred to as voting 
FOR the first amenlment voted 
for this 6ne as well. The line- 
up included thirty-three Repub- 
licans and fifteen Democrats. 
Once again we had the spec- 
tacle of Senators ^altonstall and 
Lodge voting with a min- 
ority of fburteen Reublicans, 
grouped with twenty-six Demo- 
crats. The G. O. P. vote3 eftme 
from substantially the same 
men as before. 

Well, how do my readers in- 
terpret these votes by our own 
Senators? Have they just nat- 
urally gone soft on necessary 
labor legislation or have they 
cast these apparently sour votes 
because they feel that the G. O. 
P. leadership has really gone too 
far in their proposed handling of 
the critical labor problem? Most 
of us will doubtless hope that 
the latter is true. Certainly 
our Senators have not been lack* 
ing in courage on other matters, 
even tho’ the Lillienthal vote 
was disquieting to many in the 
New England area. It seems to 
me that it would be helpful if 
the Massachusetts Senators 
would issue a public statement 
in due season, explaining the 
reason for their votes. 

One final comment. Our Jun- 
ior Senator, of course, has al- 
ways been an earnest pro-labor 
man, ever since he entered pub- 
lic life. His record in our state 
legislature shows that to be 
true. As a matter of fact, that 
is precisely the reason why quite 
few Republicans have never 
cared for Senator Lodge. It Is 
not go much that they object to 
his pro-labor votes as it is that 
they have always questioned his 
sincerity in casting some of 
these votes. That is the big 
point. 

Our Senior Senator is also In 
a curious position. He had the 
support of the CIO In at least 
one important campaign. It 
may have been two or even 
three. Some of political cynics, 
therefore, are apt to suggest 
that he may at times feel slight- 
ly obligated toward labor. How- 
ever, I doubt very much if Sen- 
ator Saltonstall would vote 
against his his own conscience 
on any vital piece of legislation. 
He is too fundamentally honest 
to do anything like that. . 

Our Governor 

It is both amusing and tragic, 
in a way, to note the reaction 
of a number of men who seem 
to consider themselves regular 
Republicans, Reference is to 
the recent mesage of Governor 
Bradford on taxation. Already 
you can hear a wail over the 
fear that the Governor will be a 
one-term Governor.

Among others these in- 
clude Mr. Joseph B. Jamieson, 
President of the Board of Aider- 
men, Mr. Edmund T. Dungan, 
Veterans Commissioner, Mr. Roy 
S. Edwards, Mr. John Cahill, and 
all Naval Reserve Officers who 
came from Newton who are now 
on inactive duty. 

The purpose of “Operation 
Naval Reserve” is to enroll 600 
volunteers in the Naval Reserve 
from Newton in order to bring 
the national total to approxi- 
mately 1,500,000. This requires 
no training. The volunteer’s only 
obligation is to serve the Nation 
in time of a National Emergency. 
He is privileged to retain any 
rating he had during the war, to 
take educational courses for im- 
proving his skill, to participate 
in the facilities of the Naval Re- 
serve Armories, and he will re- 
ceive credit for longevity all 
during the time he is on inactive 
duty. 

A meeting of the full Com- 
mittee will be held Friday, May 
16 at 7:30 p.m. at the War Mem- 
orial Building at Newton City 
Hall to explain the benefits of 
the plan, and to initiate the or- 
ganization. for obtaining the 
quota assigned to Newton. 

Any male citizen between the 
ages of 17 and 40 and any veter- 
an above that age is eligible for 
enrollment. Pledge cards may be 
obtained at the Veterans’ office 
at Newton City Hall or from any 
member of the Committee.

A BILL ON THE STATUS 0^ WOMEN 


For a number of years— war 
years— women who "worked" 
were everyv ' ere applauded as 
patriotic, hailed as world beat- 
ers, praised as dynamos of hu- 
man energy. The sacrifice which 
a woman was making in leaving 
the house at odd hours to work 
in a defense plant, returning at 
still odder hours to catch up on 
her housework was fully recog- 
nized by nearly everyone. Sud- 
denly the same woman Is sup- 
posed to leave her jdb, what- 
ever it is, to return home. 
"Johnny" has returned and the 
little woman is to turn bright- 
ly to him and say "Thank heav- 
ens you are home! Now I can 
stop work!" 

There are *se'. ; al misunder- 
standings here and it is perti- 
nent to examine them in rela- 
tion to woman and her place in 
our economic world. Many of 
the women ./ho have been asked 
to return home actually have no 
home where their services are 
wanted. Many young women 
who might have been school 
girls four to six years ago are 
now adults who do not and 
should not need to expect sup- 
port from a brother or a father. 
There are some women -whose 
husbands did not return and 
should not be asked to forfeit 
a job simply because of their 
sex. Other women who are 
childless may need to "work" 
for a variety of reasons. To set 
these women aside to favor men 
is to promote discrimination on 
the basis of sex. It also sets 
adrift a group which is unorgan- 
ized in its own defense and 
many times impossible to or- 
ganize. 

Women themselves are often 
unclear as to how they feel 
about "women’s rights." Few 
argue about the legal and politic- 
al rights and responsibilities 
we have. Although we sometimes 
■ have an amazing apathy about 
voting— considering the fight 
which was made for the privilege 
and the power women could 
wield! Nevertheless women in 
the United States for the most 
part, do enjoy high esteem. 
There are still some states which 
deny a woman the right of domi- 
cile if that state is not the legal 
residence of her husband. Some 
states deny women the guardian- 
ship of their own children. Six- 
teen states do not permit women 
to serve on juries. Some states al- 


low husbands to exercise certain 
controls over their wives’ earn- 
ings. 

Yet these are discriminations 
which are being gradually elimi- 
nated. The social and economic 
discriminations are more subtle, 
less noticeable to the public and 
often so much a part of our 
group life, we fail to recognize 
them as discriminations. As we 
may Tiear some one say of a wom- 
an working, "Now the War is 
over she should give a veteran a 
chance!” It is only right that we 
should concern ourselves about 
the veteran; still we must watch* 
woman’s status during such a 
time as this. Let us endeavor -to 
clarify our minds about what we 
do think. 

"Equal rights” does not neces- 
sarily mean identical treatment. 
Men and women should not be 
treated identically since to do so 
might be unjust. Laws should 
recognize and allow for differ-

Our attitudes toward women 
have now a specific international 
importance. The emancipation of 
women legally has been watched 
and imitated by other countries; 
now as a member of the United 
Nations and signer of its Charter 
we have agreed to promote and 
encourage respect for human 
rights and fundamental freedoms 
for all "without distinctions as 
to sex.” 

The proposed Bill on the Status 
of Women offers clear and posi- 
tive action in declaring a national 
policy against discrimination. It 
was introduced into both Houses 
Feb. 17, 1946. H.R. 2007 was spon- 
sored by Rep. Wadsworth but 
other bills identical in content 
were sponsored by Rep. Kefauver 
of Tenn., Rep. Lewis of Ohio,

conformity with the declared 
policy. The federal example set 
by the bill would be urged upon 
the states since it is in state laws 
regarding property, marriage 
and family relationships in which 
most discriminations reside. 

It would be a landmark in the 
history of the U. S. for this bill 
to be passed because its findings 
would constitute the first official 
and complete body of facts ever 
assembled on the problem. The 
Social Security Act was preceded 
by the President’s Committee on 
Economic Security and the White 
House Conference on Child Wel- 
fare preceded recent child wel- 
fare legislation. The recommen- 
dations of this Commission could 
carry great weight with the Pres- 
ident, Congress and the respec- 
tive states.

The Good Samaritan 

A Sermon by Rev. Frederick M. Morris 


Wo all agree that the Parable 
of the Good Samaritan Is a beau- 
tiful story. But does It have any 
particular lesson for us? 

It is unlikely that we shall 
ever $nd ourselves stumbling 
across a wounded person lying 
by a lonely roadside. The mobile 
rescue squads of modern fire de- 
partments or police departments 1 
or the Red Cross take care of 
such accidents and emergencies j 
in these days long before any of , 
us would have an opportunity to 
do much to help. How then shall 
we obey Christ’s command to go 
and do likewise if the opportun- 
ity is never going to present it- 
self as is probably the case? 

Lot’s examine the story more 
carefully and think about some ( 
of the implicit aspects of it in 
the effort to determine where we 
come into the picture or how we 
can take it as a lesson for us 
personally. 

First of all. we might consider 
the question: Who was to blame 
for the sad plight of the wounded 
man by the roadside? 

"Why, the robbers, of course, 
quite obviously” someone will 
say. But that would be a decep- 
tively easy answer. Crime is 
never as simple as that. 

Years ago peopie used to dis- 
miss the matter of crime as easily 
as that. But in our day there has 
developed what we call the 
science of criminology. This 
means the careful investigation 
•f the background of crime — 
what precedes it and what fos- 
ters it. 

We have learned that crime 
flourishes in certain environ- 
ments. We have learned that 
over-populated slums and bitter 
poverty and ignorance of proper 
child-care are among many 
things which contribute enorm- 
ously to the production of crime. 
We know that certain areas in 
our great cities are so cruelly 
unfit to live in that the minds 
and characters of children born 
in them are distorted and 
poisoned almost from the be- 
ginning and twisted into the mold 
of crime before they had a chance 
to know what is right and decent. 
We are beginning to recognize 
the fact that every citizen of a 
community shares in the respon- 
sibilty for such ugly conditions 
under which some are forced to 
live. 

An intelligent Christian real- 
ized that there is no crime com- 
mitted in his community in which 
he does not bear some of the 
blame. Even tho he has only been 
indifferent and unconcerned with 
no direct or immediate respon- 
sibility still he shares the guilt 
because a Christian has no busi- 
ness to be indifferent or uncon- 
cerned. 

Those robbers on the road to 
Jericho were undoubtedly ill- 
favored products of the slums 
of Jerusalem which, according to 


students of those times, were far 
worse than anything we know 
today. Respectable people in 
those days regarded such men 
as mere animals to be kept under 
control by every means of harsh 
severity and whose extermina- 
tion would be a good thing. It 
never occurred to them that they 
were in any way responsible for 
their crimes or that anything 
needed to be done about it or 
that anything could be done. 

But under the influence of 
Jesus who befriended people like 
that and who taught tho respon- 
sibility of all men for one ano- 
ther, we have gradually come to 
s/- that the crime on the road to 
Jericho was the fault of the re- 
spectable citizens of Jerusalem 
and Jericho as well as of the rob- 
bers themselves. And we know 
that we obey Christ's command 
when we concern ourselves with 
the misfortunes and the ill-fate 
of our fellow men no matter who 
or where they may be. For we 
share the responsibility for con- 
ditions which breed crime and 
misery, as well as the results of 
such things. 

Another lesson in the story can 
be understood only when we real- 
ize that there was bitter enmity 
between the Jews and the Samari- 
tans. 

The wounded man by the road- 
side was a Jew and that made 
him, according to the ideas of 
those people, a mortal enemy of 
the Samaritan who ministered to 
his needs. 

Both the Jews and the Samari- 
tans had been brought up to be- 
lieve that they owed nothing of 
kindliness or brotherly concern 
to menlbers of the other nations. 
To one's own people, yes! But to 
these foreigners, not at all! 

When the priest and the levite 
passed by on the other side, they 
were neglecting a recognized obli- 
gation to help. The wounded man 
was one of their own feople. 

Everyone who heard thp story 
would be Ailed with disgust at 
any such obvious flaunting of the 
standards of decency and kind- 
| lincss. Of course the priest and 
the levite could have rationalized 
and excused their behaviour to 
themselves. It’s always so easy 
to convince ourselves that our 
own behaviour is blameless! They 
probably said to themselves— 
"After all I had nothing to do 
with the poor man’s trouble. Far 
be it from me to rob and wound 
a traveler. Somebod" ought :r> 
do something about these awful 
I robbers. It’s too bad that I have 
, such important business and that 
I am in such a hurry today. But 
I’m sure someone will come along 
! soon who has time to help.” 

Yes, they could justify their 
behaviour to themselves. But to 
the Jews who heard Jesus tell 
the story it would have been 
quite obvious that those men 
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On Trinity Sunday, 1889, the 
flret Episcopal Church service 
was held In Newton Centre at 
Associates’ Hall on Pleasant 
street. The service was conducted 
by Rev. Carlton P. Mills, Rector 
of St. Paul’s Church, Newton 
Highlands. There were eighty 
two persons present. This congre- 
gation continued to meet each 
Sunday under the leadership of 
Mr. Mills. 

The following January (1890), 
n student from the Episcopal 
Theological School in Cambridge 
was invited to conduct the serv- 
ices each Sunday. His name was 
Samuel G. Babcock who later be- 
came Suffragan Bishop of Mass. 
Another student named Robert 
A. Holland took charge the next 
yehr and It was he who Invited 
his fellow student, Edward T. 
Sullivan, to "pinch hit” for him In 

were inexcusably heartless and 
selfish. They owed it to their 
fellow countryman to help even 
according to their sub-Christian 
standards. 

Tho Samaritan, on the other 
hand owed the man nothing. If 
he had passed by no one would 
have thought It strange or 
wrong. Such were the ideas of 
people generally in those days. 

Because the priest and levite 
passed by, the fact \hat the Sam- 
aritan stopped to help stands 
out all the more dramalcally. The 
listeners were really jolted by 
this turn of affairs In the story. 

The Samaritan was much more 
than just a klndy — disposed in- 
dividual. He had courage to 
flaunt the popular prejudice of 
his people and to defy public 
opinion. He had the insight to 
understand and to value the bond 
which unites all men as children 
of one Heavenly Father. He had 
humility and honesty to admit 
his share in the responsibility 
for the conditions which produced 
the violence which resulted in the 
predicament of the wounded 
man. He knew that the kind of 
feeling between the Jews and the 
Samaritans is the source of all 
manner of evil in the world. 

It was precisely because the 
Samaritan was so much more 
than just a kindly man that Our 
Lord admonished His hearers to 
go and do likewise. 

The Samaritan was not only 
kindly disposed but also willing 
and ready to assume responsi- 
bilities for positive action. He re- 
fused to be victimized by the low 
standards of popular morality. 
Hb was big enough and good 
enough to do more than was con- 
ventionally respectable. He was 
Christian enough to defy the 
race prejudice which brooded so 
darkly over the land and which 
caused so much sorrow and suf- 
fering and misery. 

When we think of the story in 
these terms we see that it has a 
good deal to say to us. It is not 
just an admonition to help a 
wounded traveler in the remote 
possibility that we may someday 
stumble across one at the road- 
side. It is not just a command 
that we be kindly disposed. On 
the contrary, we find it a lesson 
in our Christian responsibility 
for one another regardless of 
race and class, regardless of 
whether or not we ourselves had 
any direct responsibility for the 
misfortunes of those who need 
our help. It is a lesson in race re- 
1 lations. It is a lesson in social 
i service. It is a lesson in mission- 
| ary responsibility. 

To be kindly disposed is so ele- 
mentary a requirement of Chris- 
tian discipleship that one can 
hardly feel satisfied in merely be- 
ing that. To administer help in 
emergencies when the nepd is 
thrust before us inexcapably is 
also much too elementary to 
qualify a person as a Christian 
discipie. The Parable of the Good 
Samaritan is a command that we 
go out of our way to seek oppor- 
tunities for service in spite of so- 
cial and racial prejudices or bar- 
riers, realizing our involvement 
in the responsibility for all evil 
conditions in society even in 
those instances where we are not 
immediately and directly to 
blame.

June 1S91. For all of his last year 
In the School, Sullivan continued 
to conduct services in Newton 
Centre. Upon his graduation he 
was invited to become Rector of 
the young parish and he accepted 
on condition that a church build- 
ing be erected immediately. 

In February 1893 a frame 
church was erected on Pelham 
street. Tho building now stands 
on Tyler terrace and is used as 
a playground building, having 
been given by the parish to the 
city. 

The present building on the 
corner of Centre and Homer 
streets was built in 1916 when 
the parish was 24 years old, 
during which time it had grown 
steadily and prospered. 

Dr. Sullivan remained Rector 
for over 50 years until his retire- 
ment in 1942.

This action is produced by 
a combination of lawn food and 
weed control, biologically com- 
patible, that work .together to 
destroy all broad-leaved weeds 
while nourishing the grass to 
thicker growth and richer color. 

According to O. M. Scott & Sons 
Co. of Marysville, Ohio, producers 
of the material, credit for this 
boon to the lawn owner should go j 
to those U. S. Department of ; 
Agriculture and other scientists 
whose experiments with growth 
substances set the stage for it. , 
The new development may* well ! 
obsolete the spray methods of j 
weed control so widely publicized 
last year. 

The experience of Scott research 
workers indicate that the com- 
bination produces results beyond 
separate treatments. Where chem- 
ical weed sprayings alone retard 
grass temporarily, the effect of 
simultaneous feeding is to en- 
courage grass to spread out and 
till in spots left by dying weeds. 

Strangely enough in the Scott 
plots it was noticed that blade 
growth was not as fast after the 
dual treatment even though the 
turf was of better color and vigor. 
This delaying action should be as 
welcome to the one who pushes 
the mower as will the news that 
it is no longer necessary to fuss 
with a sprayer to get rid of ugly 
weeds.

Salvage drives for waste 
pnpe# are still being carried on 
by some organizations. They 
are worthwhile movements anA 
deserve our support to help 
them, it helps the homemaker 
to dispose of a material that 
might turn into a fire hazard. 

The following is suggested as 
the correct method of storage 
after the paper has been col- 
lected while waiting its disposal. 
If flre-safe conditions do not 
prevail in these storage build- 
ings, a considerable hazard is 
created. This is indicated by a 
report of a Are that gutted a 
stone church in the basement of 
which a large quantity of paper 
bad been stored. Because of 
these hazards, fire departments 
of the country are vitally inter- 
ested in seeing that this paper 
is handled so as to create as 
little danger of Are as possible. 

The paper should be in bun- 
dles, even if they are only tied 
with a strong cord. If a paper 
baling machine is available it 
should be used, because there is 
less likelihood of a quick Are 
when paper is tightly com- 
pressed. If different grades of 
paper are sorted at the assem- 
bly point, the sorting should be 
under the supervision of some- 
one who can maintain discipline 
and see that there is no smok- 
ing. Sorting should be done 
from small piles rather than one 
large one. This makes for order- 
liness and further reduces the 
hazard. 

Churches, schools, club houses 
and other similar places where 
people regularly congregate 
should not be used for storage. 
It may be possible to obtain a 
vacant building for storing the 
paper until it is called for by 
the purchaser. Due to the haz- 
ards of storing paper, including 
the possibility of spontaneous 
ignition, vacant stores in the 
principal business district of a 
; city, because of exposure to 
other buildings, are not consld- 
i cred desirable locations, 
i Whatever location is obtained 
I for this storage the nearest Are 
company should be notiAed so 
that they can inspect It. It 
should be stored so that suit- 
able aisles are maintained; that 
the paper is not piled directly 
against the walls; that windows 
are not blocked; and that paper 
is not permitted to be scattered 
loosely. Paper stock, when w.et, 
will swell and there are cases 
where walls have been pushed 
out. Obviously, a strict prohi- 
bition against smoking should 
be enforced where paper is 
handled or stored. 

There are a number of points 


which householders should keep 
in mind while waiting for it to 
bo called for. If the paper is 
stored in the basement it should 
not be stacked loosely, so that 
the pile can be knocked over 
and the paper scattered, thus 
increasing the hazard. It either 
should be kept in a covered box 
or carton, or tied up in bundles 
not over eighteen inches high. 
Bundles should not be stacked 
on top of ea<jh other. Storage 
should be away from furnace, 
stove and hot ashes. Matches 
should not be used near the 
paper. 

Garages are not a safe place 
for storing paper, as there is 
the possibility of sparks from 
the cars’ exhaust igniting the 
material.

Another sub-committee of the 
Public Works Committee con- 
sisting of Aldermen Bauckman 
and Tripp, is studying the re- 
forestation of the City. Due to 
the several hurricanes, and to 
natural decay, etc., trees have 
been removed, for some years 
at a greater rate than they have 
been replaced. An extra large 
appropriation of $9500 in this 
years budget will make it pos- 
sible for the Park Department 
to close up some of this gap. 

Especial care is being taken 
this year, also, to inspect and 
trim all the trees, to ward off 
the ravage of the Dutch Elm 
beetle, which has been found 
not far from Newton. 

Although there is plenty of 
small pipe available for house 
connections, the Water Depart- 
ment, in charge of Mr. Joseph 
J. Murray, has up to now been 
seriously hampered by an al- 
most total lack of pipe for 
water mains. To date, however, 
it has been possible through 
great efforts, to furnish all 
mains to new housing develop- 
ments that have been petitioned 
for. This situation is gradually 
growing better. 

The Department is contem- 
plating the conditioning of the 
filtration beds at the Needham 
reservation. Also is hopes to do 
some additional cement lining of 
mains, starting about July 1st. 
The pumping and daily testing 
of the water and the mainten- j 
ance of the mains and house 
service are a normal routine of 
the Department. 

This, with the cooperation of 
all concerned, the Public Works 
Departments of Newton hope to 
accomplish a great deal this 
year, and to make a great im- 
provement in the appearance of 
the City and considerable 
progress in the betterment of its 
services to its citizens.

Missionary to Speak 
On Race Relations 

The Rev. James O. A. Luckman, 
director of public relations at 
Gordon College of Theology and 
Missions and Gordon Divinity 
School, Boston, will speak at the 
First United Presbyterian church

Army Appeals to 
High School Grads 

— o — 

Thc War Department is making 
a special appeal to the young 
men who will graduate from high 
school this year to voluntcr for 
military service, according to 
Nicholas Veduccio, exalted ruler 
of Newton Lodge No. 1327. This 
word has been received by the 
Elks National Veterans Service 
Commission which is cooperating 
with the War Department in its 
campaign to recruit 30,000 men 
required each month to keep the 
Army on the footing so vital to 
national defense. 

This year’s high school grad- 
uating class will be the first since 
1940 that will have the opportun- 
ity to enter the Army service on 
a voluntary basis, and the num- 
ber of these graduates who vol- 
unteer will be a factor in the sol- 
ution of the problem of military 
manpower which has been com- 
plicated by the ending of Selec- 
tive Service. 

The Army offers a real career 
to young men graduating from 
high school. It offers the benefits 
of army training and education- 
al facilities, special schools for 
qualified men, and college ben- 
efits under the G. I. Bill of 
Rights, which will be operative 
until Congress officially termin- 
ates World War II.

Dr. Hamilton in Plea lor Blood, 
Tells of Urgent Need of Donors 


"Why should I give my blood 
to the State Blood Bank any- 
way? My family are all well 
and if they should need blood, 
I can furnish it or hire a pro- 
fessional donor at the time." 
To answer this question, we 
must first inquire a bit into 
the history of blood transfusion 
and blood banks. 

Blood transfusion, now accept- 
ed as a rutine adjunct to treat- 
ment, was almost a heroic meas- 
ure only twenty yeare ago. 
Early transfusions were given 
directly from donor to recipient 
and required the services of a 
surgeon to be accomplished. 

When it was shown that blood 
preserved by chemical agents 
would remain usable as such 
for a week or more, a blood 
bank was the next logical step. 
If we could keep one bottle, why

net keep enough of all four 
types so that any patient could 
have blood? Thus the donor for 
Mr. Doe did not have to hav§ 
the same type of blood as Mr. 
Doe — he merely replaced a unit 
in the bank for the unit given 
the patient. 

Blood in banks does not keep 
indefinitely; at the end of two 
weeks or so the red cells begin 
to deteriorate. For this reason 
more whole blood must be put 
into a bank than is given to 
patients. What becomes of the 
outdated blood? The plasma,

PLAN K FOB BOSTON 

Much to the disgust of thous- 
ands of citizens in Boston and 
vicinity our State Senate killed 
the Plan E for Boston proposi- 
tion a week ago. The original 
vote, as many of my readers un- 
doubtedly know, was 23-16. with 
seven Rcpblicans voting With the 
solid Democratic bloc of 16 The 
Senate did not even bother to de- 
bate this vital issue, tho’ they did 
have the decency to force a roll- 
call vote. Just what would have 
happened if Ivtayor Curley had 
not had two of his lobbyists gum- 
shoeing about the corridors is a 
question. The main point is that’ 
seven Republicans deserted their 
colleagues when it came to a 
show-down and helped the Demo- 
crats to kill Boston’s chances of 
at least conducting a referendum 
on Plan E. And please bear in 
mind that that is ALL that the 
passage of this bill would have 
done. Why our Senators are so 
sensitive about giving the vot- 
ers of Boston a chance to record 
their views on the merits and de- 
merits of Plan E is a mystery 
to your columnist. If this bill 
had made it mandatory to actu- 
ally install Plan E, I can under- 
stand why a vote against the 
bill might be cast. 

Just for the record, here are 
the names of the Senators who 
voted "No.” Senators J. Elmer 
Callahan of Salem, Ralph V. 
Clampitt of Springfield, Ralph 
Lerche of Northampton, Harry 
P. McAllister of Worcester, 
Charles W. Olson of Ashland, 
Edward W. Staves of South- 
bridg and Joseph S. Virostek of 
Douglas. Please note that most 
of these Senators live at some 
distance from Boston. ' May I in- 
quire why it is that they object 
to letting the voters of Boston 
conduct a simple referendum on 
the Plan E. question? 

Another point. Most of these 
gentlemen voted not long ago to 
abolish the proportional represen- 
tation system of voting in this 
state. Had they succeeded, Plan 
E would have been wiped out in 
Cambridge and Lowell. The vast 
majority of pec/ple who know any- 
thing at all about municipal gov- 
ernment have conceded that Plan 
E has been a life-saver for Cam- 
bridge, at least. Fortunately the 
lower branch of the Legislature 
killed the bill which would have 
repealed Plan E. It might be 
well to watch the votes of these 
seven Senators rather closely 
from now on. 

COMMUNITY REPORTS 

Our Newton Graphic broad- 
cast on Friday evening, May 30, 
at 11:10 P.M. over station WCOP 
will brirfg to a temporary close 
the very interesting series of 
"Community Reports” which 
have been given for several 
months now. It is rather gener- 
ally assumed that these reports 


will be continued, in different 
form, possibly, next fall. It is 
our opinion that these broad- 
casts have done quite a bit to 
draw together many of the cities 
and towns in the metropolitan 
arfea. There has been an oppor- 
tunity to learn first-hand just 
wht is going on in many com- 
munities of which we know rela- 
tively little, save in a most gen- 
eral way. For example, how 
many of us realize that the much- 
discussed Plan E is a very live 
issue in a substantial number of 
cities hereabouts? Also, that 
the idea of a town is being ser- 
iously considered, quite apart 
from the complicated machinery 
of proportional representation 
or Plan E? 

It has been the aim of our 
own broadcasts to touch on the 
more important news develop- 
ments and the fundamental is- 
sues being discussed in Newton. 

I refer to the critical problem of 
housing, with special reference 
to veterans’ housing, the pro- 
gress of our biennial election 
campaign this fall, the .necessity 
lor better mosquito control, for 
the halting of the spread of the 
terrible Dutch Elm disease, etc. 
One community nearby devoted 
an entire broadcast to purely his- 
torical matters. We will very 
likely do the same. 

Finally, if our readers are in- 
terested in the definite continua- 
tion of these Community Reports, 
it might be a good idea to con- 1 
tact station WCOP and advise 
the management to that effect. 
REPUBLICAN CHAIRMAN 

Altho’ the election of the new 
Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee w i 11 , presumably, 
have taken place by the time 
this appears in print, it might be 
interesting to record my opin- 
ion of the situation. 

To begin with, it is obvious to 
most thoughtful observers of 
matters political that each year 
takes us further and further from 
the so-called good old days when 
anybody with half a brain could 
predict precisely what was going 
to happen within the G.O.P. We 
have only to consider our last 
state election, when most of the 
prophets went out on a limb and 
then had the limb cut off in the 
election of our state Senator, 
Richard H. Lee. Again, the cur- 
rent achievement of the Newton 
Committee for Plan E in their 
circulation of petitions through- 
out the city is something which 
just would not have happened a 
few short years ago. So, too, the 
mere fact that Winfield Schuster 
of Douglas, now supported by 
former Governor Fuller in his 
strong bid for the Chairmanship, 
>s given a real chance to be el- 
ected, is another symptom of the 
of t{ie change in the times. I 
still think that Lloyd Waring of 
Melrose will win, but it could be 
very, very close.

the substance which carries the 
red cells and which contains 
many valuable constituents, Is 
still useful. This is drawn off 
and is dried or frozen or is brok- 
en down into its several com- 
ponents, each of which Is of 
great value. 

With the discovery of the RH 
factor, blood grouping became 
more complex. Each of the four 
groups was broken down into 
two sub-groups. Thus, in order 
to have on hand an adequate 
supply of the several types of 
blood, each bank must carry a 
larger stock. This increases the 
chances of the blood's becoming 
outdated. 

The next logical step, there- 
fore, is a large central bank. 
Thus the State Blood Bank pro- 
gram was begun. Its purpose is 
to provide blood to hospitals 
from a large bank and to pro- 
vide facilities as well frr frac- 
tionating blood and plasma. 
These services can only be per- 
formed efficiently by a large 
central bank, larger than any 
but those in few of the largest 
hospitals. 

To implement this program 
the Commonwealth called upon 
the Red Cross. It is the respon- 
sibility of Red Cross to furnish 
donors. This is done by arrang- 
ing for donors to give to the 
State Blood Bank either on one 
of the specified dates when the 
Bloodmobile is present or at 
other times at the Newton-Wel- 
lesley Hospital, an agency of 
the Newton and Wellesley Com- 
munity Che3ts. 

What benefit then accrues to 
the donor? He and his family 
are guaranteed by the State 
Blood Bank that they will re- 
ceive blood from the bank, not 
unit for unit given, but all the 
blood they may need for a period 
I of one year. Even if a patient 
; who is not a particiant needs 
! a transfusion, he may in an 
emergency receive it. During 
this illness his family or friends 
will have to replace blood \/5ed 
at the hospital bank unit for 
unit. By doing so, howevei*, they 
are also joining the State Blood 
Bank program so that they, 
too, are covered for a period of 
a year thereafter. 

When we need blood, we need 
it urgently. What better in- 
surance than this where by 
prior donation of one unit, we 
create a credit of an unlimited 
number of units for a period 
of one year?

Dr. Tutt was introduced to the 
large audience which filled First 
Church of Christ, Scientist of 
Newton this evening, by Mrs. 
Ernestine M. Kyle. Second Read- 
er, who said: * 

"Friends: On behalf of this 
Church I extend to you a most 
cordial welcome to this lecture. 

"To understand one’s true 
identity is of vital importance. 
Today men are being challenged 
to use their God-given ability to 
think; and only through clear, 
spiritual thinking can we meet 
and solve the problems that are 
claiming to confront humanity. 

"Our revered Leader, Mary 
Baker Eddy, writes in "Pulpit 
and Press" (pg. 15) "Know thy- 
self, and God will supply the wis- 
dom and the occasion for a vic- 
tory over evil.” 

"Our lecturer this evening is 
bringing us a clear realization of 
man's heritage and high estate 
as the creature of God. as God’s 
image and likeness. If we all 
will open our consciousness to 
accept his message, a great bles- 
sing will follow. 

"It is now my privilege to in- 
troduce to you Dr. John M. Tutt." 

The Lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 

A certain eminent exponent of 
material psychology, an authority 
in the science of the so-called 
human mind has declared recently 
that all the worlds shortcomings, 
its follies, wants and woeB, indeed, 
all that is wrong in the world, may 
properly be stated in terms of ego- 
tism; that regardless of generally 
accepted beliefs as to the deter- 
mining influence of heredity, en- 
vironment and sex. the originating 
cause of all abnormality, ineffi- 
ciency, misery and crime, is to be 
found in the human Bease of self. 
He further avers that the world will 
never lose its selfishness, imperfec- 
tion. its sin, discord, disease and 
death until some one shall find 
outside the human mind a higher, 
truer concept of I, and shall thus 
bring to humanity a cure for its 
egotism. Such a pronouncement is 
the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness of materialism pro- | 
claiming the way of salvation for 
all those sunk in the morass of ma- 
terial self-thinking, self-seeking, 
self-worship, the unhappy cult of 
the human mind and body. Also 
it amounts to a frank confession 
that exhaustive research in the so- 
called mind of the brain reveals 
the fact that true selfhood is not 
to be found in brain lobes, in the 
alleged "human form divine,'’ nor 
in the human intellect. 

TRUE PSYCHOLOGY 
More than 60 years ago, Mary 
Baker Eddy, a deeply religious 
thinker, herself a scholar and stu- 
dent of great attainment, through 
the paths of reason an' spiritual 
revelation arrived at the percep- 
tion of the untrue nature of ma- 
terial selfhood. But unlike the ma- 
terialist, she did not stop there. 
She pondered the significance of 
the saying of Christ Jesus: “If any 
man will come after me" (find the 
real man) “let him deny himself" 
(material selfhood) "take up the 
cross" (accept the responsibility of 
such repudiation) "and follow me" 
(himself also prove the way from 
the false, material sense of self to 
true, spiritual identity as the Bon 
of God), tn following Jesus' direc- 
tion. Mrs. Eddy discovered the way 
out of the false into the true sense 
of being. She named her discovery 
Christian Science. This Science of 
Christ, or knowledge of true being, 
she set forth in her book "Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures" which she first published in j 
1875. Iu this volume which, with 
the Bible, is the sole authority for 
Christian Science, she shows that 
"the Mind which was also in Christ I 
Jesus," and which St. Paul ad- 
monishes you and me to have in 
us, cannot be the alleged mind of 
the brain of which modern material 
psychology treats, ami of which it 
predicates the human intellect and 
all material knowledge, Including 
sin and disease: but that the Mind 
In Christ Jesus, because of his 
spirituality, wisdom and goodness, 
must have been the universal in- 
telligence, the source of all true 
knowledge, of all right Ideas, in 
short, the divine Essence or Spirit 
called God. 

SELFHOOD IN GOD 
The knowledge of true selfhood 
then, is not to be arrived at through 
dwelling upon or analyzing ma- 
terial personality, but by reversing 
and rejecting the material sense of 
1 and gaining through Christian 
Science an understanding of the 
spiritual identity of both man and 
his Maker. Spiritually to under- 
Htund God, the divine Principle, or 
one great Cause from which all 
effect proceeds, Is to know the men 
He made, as the Bible avers, in 
Ills own image, is to understand 
your owu true selfhood. Some 
critics have falsely claimed that 
Mrs. Eddy denied the personality 
of God, but contrariwise, hlie af- 
firmed God to be the infinite Per- 
son. She has consistently spoken 
•f Dicty as Father. Indeed, she has 
appropriately defined the complete 
ness and wholeness of the Creator 
us both Father and Mother, und 
bus said t hut the name Father 
Mother indicates the tender rela- 
tionship of the Creator to His off- 
spring. To he aure, Mrs. Eddy 
SBOW> how it would he impossible 
for uu infinite being to he rorporen! 
form. Finite, limited divinity is a 
paradox. Infinite physique Is an im- 
possibility. The person of Deity is 
therefore nut uu object however 
large, but is the divine Essence or 
Cause; and t hat infinite Cause pro 
duciug intelligent acts must be the 
divine Mind. Moreover the infinite 
JMiud must manifest itself as 


i thought and that divine reflection, 

| or thought is. to quote St. Paul. 

I "The express image of His (God’s) 

I person." This spiritual idea, or son 
of God. is inseparable from the 
Mind that thinks It, and ao divine 
j Principle, including Cause and ef- 
I feet. Mind and idea. Father and 
son, God and man. Is the infinite 
and only Being, the great Spirit, 
the "I am that I am." the one Ego. 
UNITY AND DISTINCTNESS 
Christian Science teaches no doc- 
trine of pantheism, no oriental phil- 
osophy of absorption in Deity. The 
oneness of God and man Is also 
their distinctness, the unity and yet 
the distinctness of cause and ef- 
fect, of Mind and Idea. In Science 
and Health (Pg. 477) Mrs. Eddy 
asks "What are body and Soul?" 
and Immediately answers "Identity 
is the reflection of Spirit, the re- 
flection in multifarious forms of 
the living Principle. Love." It is, 
furthermore evident that man. 
being the offspring of the infinite 
Mind, or consciousness, must de- 
rive whatever he Is or does, not 
from himself, the effect, but from 
God. the Cause. Hence Individual 
consciousness, or spiritual man. 
specifically expresses the Infinite 
consciousness and so man derives 
his individuality or true spiritual 
selfhood. 

ENTER THE LIE OF SATAN 
The Book of Job declares: "Now 
there was a day when the sons of 
God came to present themselves 
before the Lord, and Satan came 
also among them." Although the 
sons of God, the right ideas are 
ever present In true consciousness, 
there is, to human sense, present 
also the upside-down statement, or 
wrong concept. In human reasoning 
every statement of truth can be 
Inverted and made negative. But 
such reversion does not make the 
negative true; rather, it fixes it 
as a lie. 

Is there a personal devil? Yes, 
there is, in belief, a personal devil, 
and' his satanic majesty is none 
other than personal sense, or a 
sense of selfhood apart from God, 
a claim of consciousness separate 
from the one divine Mind. Such a 
state of being is impossible, for 
all being is in God, Mind and its 
idea: hence, personal sense, or a 
sense of being Independent of God. 
is an error of false belief, and not 
a fact. There are no errors of fact. ! 
All that appears to be a material 
personality is actually an illusion, 
and because of its unlikeness to 
Spirit, God, it is a delusion having 
the elements of evil. All that Is 
| illusive is also delusive, a decep- 
tion. and therefore mesmeric, harm- 
ful in character and effects. Hence 
comes the one evil, or evil one, 
called devil. 

But remember, Satan comes as 
your personal sense; your recogni- 
tion of it. in some guise or other, 
either in thought or on the body, 
is required before evil can become 
to you existent. Just as all truth 
is in the divine Mind, the universal 
intelligence, so nil error is in a 
false mentality and exists in belief 
before you claim it as your own 
conception; but its seeming reality 
can have existence to yon only ns 
your own thought. All the water 
in the seven Beas could never sink 
a ship unless it got inside the ves- 
sel. Be not afraid of error, my 
friend. Keep your consciousness 
inflict, stopping all leaks, and you 
will safely .rice the seas of evil, 
whether calm or stormy. Stopping 
a leak 1 b primary. Satan comes to 
you only as self's own thought, for 
only bo could you be induced to 
say of evil: "I fear it: I feel it: 

I have it; I am it.” Evil muBt de- 
ceive you into a sense of recogni- 
tion or possession to obtain your 
credence. It appeals only to the 
bad element In human conscious- 
ness. And this false personal sense 
of material selfhood is rll tho devil 
th3re is. 

DUAL PERSONALITY 
Evil is not a person, but it claims 
to be a person and to act through 
and as persons. That 1 b why Mr?. 
Eddy called its alleged activity 
animal magnetism. We need to be 
alert to this claim of error and to 
its falsity. Take away Its claim of 
material consciousness and evil is 
readily seen for its nothingness. 

False consciousness hides behind 
the jnask of the personal pronoun, 
e. g. "I am afraid;” "I am of- 
fended;" "my back hurts;" my 
stomach aches." We must tear off 
this mask, this deceived and de- 
ceiving sense of ourselves and of 
others, even as Jesus did. Mortal 
mind's claim of "I am” 1 b the basic 
lie. Claiming to be Ego. it Is error's 
supreme counterfeit of good, of God 
Himself. The only "I” Jesus claimed 
was his spiritual identity In God. 
"1 am not alone." he told the 
Pharisees, "but 1 and the Father 
that sent me." (John S. v. 1C). To 
the personal sense of Ego. lie said: 
— "Get thee behind me, Satan.” 
(Matthew 1C. v. -23) Mrs. Eddy ad- 
mdhisbes us to silence personal 
sense. Sliq writes: “Silencing self, 
alias rising above corporeal per- 
sonality, is what reforms the sinner 
and destroys sin. In the rutlo that 
the testimony of material personal 
sense ceases, sin diminishes, until 
the false claim called sin is finally 
lost for lack of witness." (Retro- 
spection and Introspection, page 
G7). Agree to disagree with the 
testimony. "I am sick." "I am 
hurt," "I inn offended," "I am dis- 
couraged," "1 am defeated." Declare 
and A hold to it in word and in 
thought, that you are well and 
know it. und that the belief that 
it Is otherwise than well with you 
is a lie of personal sense falsely 
claiming to be you, the child of God. 
Jesus said "The prince of this 
world comet h and hath nothing in 
me. (John 14 v. 30). Declare with 
Jesus Dial nothing iu you responds 
to evil's argument or corresponds 
to It. Divest evil of any supposed 
personality or mind, and don't allow 
it to be III your consciousness as 
personal sense. Unless evil succeeds 
in convincing you, it does not touch 
you. 

Personal sense found uo response 
In Jesus’ mentality and he rejected 
its argument. Remember evil does 
not come to you from your owu 
thought, but if it reaches you, It 
must do so through or as your own 
thought. It requires the adoption 
of evil us yonr own for you to pos- 
?ebs a false seiifie. Only Satan 
recognize# and claims evil. Jesus 
said of the devil; "When he 
Hpc-uketh a lie, lie Kpeake(l) of his 
owu: for he is a liar, and tba father 
of it." (John 8 v. 44). As for you. 
my friend, since evil lias only the 
power and effect you givo it in be- 
lief. let evil disappear for luck of 
witness In your mentality. 

THE PEHS'ONAL .SAVIOR 

Both good and evil are more than 
any Individual illustration of them. 
Good is a larger reality sod evil is 
a larger unreality. Nevertheless, 
one's concept of evil is all the evil 


' ho Is responsible for. nil tho error 
that to him appears. Tho universe 
and man is collective as well as in- 
dividual, hut a mortal's mlscoticept 
of himself and of the world is 
peculiarly his own mlsconcept. 
Hence the need of personal snlvn- 
tlon. One suffers only as one sins 
in false belief, and one Is to he 
saved from the fnlse belief, and so 
from sin and suffering. Salvation Is 
thus a very personal matter. Isaiah 
cried: "Ye shall bo gathered one by 
one. O ye children of Israel." 
(Isaiah 27 v. 12). Every prodigal 
must return to tho Father for tho 
final glory of God. "Many are 
called." How many? All. "But few 
are chosen." Why? Not ready. Sal- 
vation Is Individual. Is there then 
a personal Savior? Yes, Jesus 
Christ who illustrated in his own 
being and life the nature of salva- 
tion. He worked out his own salva- 
tion, both for himself nnd for j 
others. We, each iu his own peculair 
path must work out the "passage ! 
from sense to Soul." (Science and 
Health, pago 66.6). "And so," de- 
clared Paul, "all Israel shall be 
saved." (Romans 11 v. 26.) Christ. 
Truth, saves mortals from the 
errors of personal sense. Christ Is 
the healing and expression of God. 
the son of God in his healing and 
saving activity. Jesus was the indi- 
vidual It- ho fulfilled the office of 
Christ as related to mortal man.— 
that Christ "which uomes to the 
flesh to destroy i incarnate error.” 
(Science and Health, page 583.) 

Luke traces Jesus’ supposed 
genealogy from Joseph to Adam, 
but the real Jesus was neither a 
son of Adam nor the son of Jo- 
seph. He was the son of a virgin. ' 
To human sense Jesus was a mortal, , 
a man of flesh, but Jesus' real 
being, his Identity, even as yours i 
and mine, is not in perishable i 
mortal mind and matter: it is in 
God, in Spirit. Mrs. Eddy writes: 
"Because of mortals' material and 
sinful belief, the spiritual Jesus 
was Imperceptible to them." \ 
(Science and Health, page 314). 
God's true selfhood was expressed i 
In ihe real Jesus. His life of un- ] 
selfish activity, doing good, heal- 
ing the sick, saving the sinning 
and comforting the sorrowing, , 
proves hftn to be the Christ. There 
is a distinction to be made between 
Jesus and the Christ for Jesus is , 
the man and Christ is the title of i 
his divine office. And this man who 
so lived the Christ, spiritual Truth, 
was the Savior fpr all mankind; 
for you, for me. and for all who 
will let the Savior in! Great’ Is the 
company of those that publish the 
word, but that mighty army of the 
ransomed is made up of indivi- 
duals, each working his own way. 
Every Individual must work out 
of his own false concepts, and that 
process la salvation of self, personal j 
salvation through Christ, Truth. | 
Can we make too much of Jesus? i 
No! Too much honor and glory, 
reverence and love could not be j 
accorded him who was the supreme 
benefactor and friend of mankind. 
Ashamed of Jesus! God forbid! 
And God forbid that we should ever 
attempt the Impossibility of sepa- 
rating him from Christ, the Ideal 
man of God’s creating, or of leav- 
ing him, the Savior, out of God’s 
plan of salvation. 

THE APPROACH TO GOD 

What is the defense against the 
adversary? How are we to reject 
personal sense and remand Satan 
to justice, to perpetual silence? The 
only efficacious weapon Is prayer. 
Knowing that personal sense comes 
in human consciousness and both 
lies "in wait to deceive” and also 
"as a roaring lion, walketh about." 
Jesus said: "Watch ye and pray. 
leBt ye enter into temptation.” 

1 (Mark 14. v. 38). To ask God to 
open blind eyes is a right prayer, 
an effective dispeller of the mes- 
meric mask which would obscure 
and confuse the vision of the eter- 
nal. ever present facts. The facts 
of being are always favorable to 
man. Prayer, by dispelling the false 
presentments, enables one to see 
the facts. 

Ih there a personal approach to 
God? Man Is near and dear to his 
Father-Mother God in a very spirit 
ually personal way. What could be 
nearer than hands and feet? Mind 
alone. One can never be separated 
from one's thoughts. So divine Mind 
can never be separated from Mind's 
Ideas. God is to man all that 
Father-Mother could be to the off- 
spring of creative Love. We should 
dally commune with God, cultivat- 
ing the consciousness of His pres- 
ence. power, and wisdom. We 
should auk daily, hourly, constantly. 
"Father-Mother what next?" Mrs 
Eddy has caught the spirit of 
answered prayer in these words: 
"Those who know no will but His 
take His hand, aud from tho niglir 
He leads to light." (Miscellaneous 
Writings page 347). 

Since everything that is wrong in 
the world is a wrong concept or fa!>. 
belief, the place to get rid of the 
world's woes is within one's own 
thought. The cure for the world's 
troubles. Including one’s own per- 
sonal sense of trouble, is to change 
one's own wrong thinking. There is 
no other way, since an error is 
1 error of belief, and at the last, of 
individual belief or personal sense. 
As Mrs. Eddy has put It: "Reason, 
rightly directed, serves to correct 
the errors .of corporeal sense." 
(Science and Health, pago 494), but 
what we most need is the con- 
scious approach to God. tile realize 
tlon of the exclusive presence nnd 
power of Christ, spiritual Truth. 
The presence of spiritual conscious- 
ness means no presence to personal 
sense. Lifting thought above cor- 
poreality Into the realization of 
man’B true being, is the on'/ way 
to leave off false personality and 
find true spiritual identity in which 
Is health, holiness and harmony. 
Iu that spiritual consciousness is 
found the answer to prayer. Re- 
member true prayer la never iu 
words alone. It niuy be with words, 
but prayer Is In thought and deed 
only. Thinking of God and -man is 
the antidote for thu self-thinking 
of personal sense 

THE MINISTRY OF HEALING 

The Matter, who taught his disci- 
ples to pray, also enjoined upon 
them to preach the gospel of salva 
tlon and to lieul the sick. That he 
extended the ministry of healing 
to Include all Christiana is evident 
from his word.*-: "These signs shall 
follow them that believe; . . . they 
shall lay bauds on tho sick, aud 
they shall recover.” (Mark 16. v. 
17 and IS). That Injunction finds 
notable fulfillment iu the lives of 
Christluu .Scientists today. 

Healing the tick in Cliristlau 
Science does not consliit in project- 
ing thought a front one Individual 
to another; it is not peruou over 
person, but Truth over error. It 
may be said truly (but God, who 
utudo all. never made a sick man, 
nor made a mun sick, aud thoro- 
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fore, there Is no sick person to 
treat. Personal sense nttneks tho 
body by saying rirst to mortal 
man: "You are stek," thus Inducing 
mortal man to agree: "I am sick." 
Christian Science befriends mortal 
man and body by unmasking per- 
sonal sense. It says to the sense 
of sickness. "You are not In or on 
the man, but you are a lying sense." 
The disease seems to he In or on 
the body; indeed, nil disease Is 
constituted In an attack on the 
body, but the material body, 
whether normal or nbnormal. Is hut 
the externalized concept or object 
of human thought. The body Is, 
therefore, as mental, as If it were 
stated In terms of thought only. 
Hence, when dealing with mortal 
body wo are really dealing with a 
phase of material mind. Thnt fact 
brings the whole problem of disease 
on to the plane of mortal mind, 
where It belongs, and makes all 
disease and other abnormalities 
amenable to right thought. 

Does man believe error about 
himself or others? No. The claim 
that he does la a lie of personal 
sense. We command the situation, 
whatever the problem. If we recog- 
nize that all evil is error of belief, 
not of fact, and wo properly reduce 
all problems finally to terms of In- 
dividual belief. The problems are 
largely errors of general belief 
which comprise the bulk of the 
evil with which we have to deal, 
but even the errors of general be- 
lief require of the Individual the 
sense of possession or recognition 
before they can become to him a 
seeming reality. All the claims of 
evil are self constituted lies, mask- 
ing 'as personal sense and thus 
setting up a claim of authenticity 
in human consciousness. But Goii. 
divine Mind, the author of all 
things, does not allow these claims, 
not one of them; hence their un- 
reality. The beliefs that we are the 
victims of sin or failure; the 
creatures of circumstance, en- 
vironment, heredity: 'he possessors 
of disease; or that disease pos- 
sesses us. are all lies which go 
down before Christian Science. If I 
we release error It cannot cling to l 
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ono'H purpose. It is scientific to bo 
temperate In all tilings. Should one 
diet, exercise, observe sanitary and 
hygienic laws? No. but oue should 
11 vo normally and bo clean physi- 
cally and morally. It Is wholesome i 
to be normal, but it Is not scientific j 
to predicate health upon physlcallty j 
and mnterlal laws. As St. Paul put ! 
It, let everything be done as "to 1 
the glory of God" (1 Corinthians 
10. v. 31). not ns to the glorifica- 
tion. or an to the fear of mortal 
mind and body. Jesus wasted no 
time or thought over material 
laws of hygiene, diet, exercise, 
physiology, climate, or medication. 
Can you Imagine Jesus weighing 
himself? Can you imagine him esti- 
mating the calories in the corn he 
plucked and ate ns he walked 
through the fields? And yet his life 
showed him to be a sanative and 
hygienic expert In that he was 
clean and sound In mind, In body, 
and in morals. He lived moderately 
In all things, did this Way-shower. 
Christ Jesus was the Way— our 
example In all aspects of human 
life. 

DISEASE A PERSONAL* 
LIABILITY 

Disease Is not an entity, nor Is 
It a question of germs, but it is a 
question always of personal lia- 
bility. Thus the tubercle bacillus Is 
held to he ubiquitous, and we are 
told that countless numbers of 
them are breathed hourly by every 
one. yet the disease they are sup- 
posed to produce appears only in 
individuals that present a liability. 
What constitutes that linbllity? A 
state of mind or mental consent; 
and that is true even when it 
seems to be attributable to lowered 
resistance of body, for mortal mind 
and body, remember, are one. Hence 
the liability to disease is a personal 
state. Notwithstanding all of which, 
the patient Is not a person, neither 
a sick man. nor a man believing 
himself to be sick, but 1 b, In fact, 
a false belief. In disease, mortal 
man and body are the victims of 
personal sense. Man is no more 
subject to disease than God Is. It 
is porsonal sense, not man, that 
declares: "I am sick.” In the il- 
lumination of spiritual sense. Isaiah i 
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Nothing occurs without law. The 
healing of sin, sickness, disease, 
etc., requires the breaking in human 
consciousness, of some so-called 
law of mortal belief. Now since 
these alleged laws are primarily 
mental they are to be broken by 
Truth, or the law of God. divine 
Mind. It is obvious that the Indi- 
vidual needs only to utilize the 
truth by applying it to the error, 
to become conscious of the 
supremacy of Truth and uncon- 
scious of the error. Thus mortal 
mans erroneous beliefs are cor- 
rected by Truth entering human 
consciousness. "The entrance of thy 
words givetli light; it glveth under- 
standing unto the simple" (Psalm 
11!», v. 130). Whatever the alleged 
cause of any disease or sin, the 
evil and Its effects will disappear 
In tho light of realization of the 
truth. 

MOTIVE MAKES MEDICINE 

Deep in the so-called human 
mind is the belief in tho curative 
power of matter; that fundamental 
human opinion makes material 
medicine. How the Individual 
arrives at that opinion is a detail, 
lie may inaugurate it himself. 

• each so-called curative agent must 
have had a beginning as such In 
somebody's thought), or he may 
accept it, consciously or uncon- 
nriously, at the hands of others, or 
of general mortal belief. Anything 
Is a medicine to you thut you no 
conceive. 

Material medicine, then, Is the 
belief that matter in remedial. 
Motive makes medicine. Practically 
all thu forms of matter have been 
used as curative agents, hence 
one’s motive ulono dejerinineH 
whether or not one Is employing 
mutter an medicine. In this, as In all 
other phuses of human life, the 
pure In heart alone nee God. To 
refruiii from using material re me- 
dics In to turn awuy from them 
both materially und mentally to 
spiritual Truth, Christ. Sometimes 
uu Individual wonders why hu is 
not healed, when itll the time thut 
ho has studied Chrliitlun Science, 
und bus perhaps had Christian 
Science treatment, his thought lias 
remained unchanged In Its belief in 
material medicines ami til the lieul 
Ing power of matter. To take ex- 
ercise us such 1% u muii-rial remedy 
Exercise un a normal uctlvWy of 
the body Is scientific. To diet or 
. restrict oue'# food is either u nia- 
1 teriul remedy or not, according to 


proclaimed: "The inhabitant shall 
not say, I am sick." (Isaiah 33 v. 
24). Personal sense should not be 
allowed to say anything, but should 
he remauded to perpetual silence. 
THE PRESENCE AND PERMA- 
NENCE OF TRUE SELFHOOD 

That man never loses his Indi- 
viduality uad Identity, bis existence 
and presence. Jesus proved when 
lie showed himself to others after 
tho crucifixion to be the same Jesus 
they thought had been killed and 
that they knew to have been burled 
and sealed iu the tomb. Everything 
hoped for on tho other sido of the 
grave Jesus held out and proved as 
a present possibility. He said 
plainly: "This is life eternal, that 
they might Uuow thee the only true 
God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou 
has sent." (John 17. v. 3). In other 
words, Christ, the healing and sav- 
ing activity of Coil reaches to man 
always, and touches humanity here 
; and now. Life is knowledge; con- 
sciousness of Mind nnd its Ideas. 
All one could ever know Is Ideas. 
What possible effect could mortal 
man’s dying have upon Ideas, or 
upon olio's consciousness of them? 
They are alone the permanent facts 
untouched by time or other limita- 
tions and they alone comprise true 
existence, true Individuality, true 
presence, yea. that kingdom within 
called lu-aven. 

PERSONAL LIBERTY AND SELF- 
CONTROL 

At this time when hill-boards, 
newspapers and magazines ure 
rampant In urging the gratification 
of tho senses, with alluring assur- 
ances of satisfaction, and in re- 

sponse men and women are going 
many a mile of self-indulgence, it 
is Important for him who runs 
and roads to reject all such sugges 
Hons. The senses do uot satisfy. 
Instead, they stultify and stupefy. 
To the deceptive senses tho para- 
phrase is applicable: "Trust them 

not. they ure fooling thee." 

"firing forth your strong rea 

sons.” cried Isaiah (41 v. 21). Un- 
enlightened hy divine Truth, a 
mortal Is governed by Ills fuise con- 
cepts. Ho will fear or love these 
idols. Ho will go all tlio way for 
them because fuise gods are Jealous 
gods and must forsooth ho plucated. 
for terrible is their visitation of 
Iniquity upon their hapless wot- 
shippers. Enslavement to false ap- 
petite.. fear of disease; beliefs of 
slu und Its peuulUu?; bowing down 


fo the body; llabllltv to lack, loss, 
sorrow. Ih thero no emancipation 
from "strong reasons?" What about 
personal liberty? 

Christian Science reveals the fact 
that every man Is himself alone, 
a law unto himself, reflecting tho 
infinite Principle, God. Each man 
Is governed and controlled, guided, 
Influenced, and directed by God— 
by the supreme wisdom of the dl 
vine Mind. Intelligence Is his, and 
he knows what to do, and how and 
when to do It. .He is never domi- 
nated or controlled or influenced 
by other persons, circumstances or 
things. Personal liberty, then, Is 
self-control or man's obedience to 
divine law. Man Is free to do God’s 
will and that freedom Is liberty 
enough. Oh friend! Know thyself 
and bo thyself! DlBponsossed or 
unpossessed of self-knowledge, you 
will believe yourself liable to evil, 
and will see yourself In an evil 
aspect. Remember you can acquire 
error and Its effects only through 
a personal sense of Its possession. 
It must become your own error and 
be transplanted into terms of the 
first personal pronoun. In error 
only tho "I’a” have It. 

Has man the freedom to sin, to 
he sick, to see error In others, or 
in things, to abuse the corporeality, 
whether his own or another’s? No! 
Man's personal liberty is comprised 
in being himself, in his individu- 
ality and identity. The understand- 
ing of his real selfhood, his spirit- 
ual individuality, gives man power 
and wisdom. This knowledge is life 
eternal or consciousness of true 
being. 

Bear in mind that a mortal sees 
his thoughts only, false concepts 
of right Ideas. These concepts 
originate In mortal mind but they 
must be one’s own concepts if one 
sees them. We see our own thoughts 
of ourselves and of others. So 
others see their own thoughts of 
us. We must see to It that we do 
not adopt other people's wrong 
concepts of us and conform our 
lives and ourselves to them. This 
allowing others to make for us our 
thoughts, and even to shape our 
lives, and this thing of Impinging 
our thought upon the conscious- 
ness of others, is a form of thought 
transference. It Is thought adoption 
whereby we come to call other 
people's concepts our own. We 
must raise our concepts of ourselves 
and of others to a higher plane, 
wherein the man of God’s conceiv- 
ing, or God’s knowledge of Himself 
begins to appear. We should al- 
ways think well of the man God 
made and strive to conform our 
lives to that higher concept. If 
others see us iu an aspect of limi- 
tation. unloveliness, Imperfection, 
unintelligence, inefficiency, failure, 
are wo to agree to all that and so 
consider ourselves to be? Blessed 
Is the man that overcomes his own 
false concepts of himself and of 
others and many times blessed Is 
he that refuses to adopt other 
people's erroneous concepts of him- 
self but who sees himself and all 
others as God sees all His off- 
spring. In the words of Mrs. Eddy: 
“Thou shalt recognize thyself as 
God’s spiritual child only.” (Mis- 
cellaneous Writings page 18). Al- 
ways be assured that mortal mind’s 
estimate of you. or prediction of 
your future, can never be true 
absolutely. My friend, be a law to 
yourself; be yourself, reflecting the 
only law. God’s good will. Man Is 
not a receiver of evil suggestions, 
he is not an absorber of evil. He 
Is a reflector of good. 

"Then shall two be in the field; 
the one shall be taken, and the 
other left.” (Matthew 24, v. 40.) 
So spoke Jesus. Salvation is so In- 
dividual. so very personal, that it 
is impossible for one to wait on 
unother. Two or more may progress 
together In the liberty of the chil- 
dren of God. lending lovlug co- 
operation, proving thnt in scientific 
union there is strength; but each 
must work out his own salvation. 
One is never alone on the pass, for 
God is with him always. To be 
alone with God la to lose all sense 
of wordly dependence on persons 
and things. Cultivate assiduously 
and preserve your senso of indi- 
viduality as God’s expression. Thus 
only can you stand In the evil hour 
when personal sense of loss 
would rob you of loved ones. Never 
merge your selfhood with another's 
personality. God made man indi- 
vidual and distinct. 

THE TALENTS GOD BESTOWS 

God never made a weak man sub- 
ject to the machinations of per- 
sonal sense. Should one possess nr 
develop a strong personality? Yes, 
If the individual subordinates per- 
sonal sense to the real sense of 
Christ and God. Indeed, In propor- 
tion to his self-surrender to divine 
will and wisdom, will he reflect 
the strength of Individuality which 
identifies him as the child of God, 
and which endues him with Christ, 
the power for good. Not mere 
knowledge of medicine makes a 
useful and successful physician, 
but knowledge plus Individuality. 
So It is with every department of 
human life. The lawyer, merchant, 
salesman, clerk, all must manifest 
individuality to be notably success- 
ful. Shall we not employ and de- 
velop the talents God bestows? The 
scientific Christian will heal the 
sick and suve the sinning, and com- 
fort those that moiirn. Just as he 
Is himself strong in individual re- 
flection of divine Love. Keep in 
mind always that man Is the ex- 
pression of God. This God. who Is 
Mind, Principle, Love. Truth, ex- 
presses, such qualities as intelli- 
gence, strength, love, truth in in- 
dividual man. One cannot have too 
strong a personality but onu must 
unceasingly pray truly the Muster'? 
prayer: "I can of mine own self 
do nothing." (John 5 v. 30). Wo 
should strive to make ourselves 
winsome und winning, not color- 
less nor forbidding. Men and women 
of strong personalities, whether 
they he compelling or periUBlive, 
must through aelf-iurrender, possess 
Hie Christ to render themselves 
harmless to others and to them- 
selves, and helpful to all. A strong 
personality, imbued with Christ, 
under divine control and direction, 
is capable of great good t ;> the 
human race. Hitch un Individual 
wus Mary Buker Eddy. 
HUMANITARIAN. RKVELATOR, 
AND LEADER 

Mrs. Eddy’s Individuality was ex- 
pressed humanly in a strong per- 
sonality; In contrast to her slight 
physlcallty, her presence, though 
Kantlo und loving, was command ing 
and impressive— a perpetual chal- 
lenge tu evil, a compassionate as- 
Hitrauce to all those hurrassed by 
Personal sense. A gentleman whose 
business relationship with Mrs. 
*Kddy iu tho publishing of her books 
frequently brought him In con- 
ference with her In her home, 
, Pleasant View, at Concord, N. H., 
be* written y f her; "TU# character- 
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Istlc about Mrs. Eddy that Impress- 
ed mo the first time I met her 
was her motherllness. She gave 
everyone tho impression of deepest 
Interest and concern In what ho 
said, and was sympathetic In every- 
thing that touched on his personal 
affairs. To many, he goes on to 
say, "her name suggests a great 
religious movement, but when I 
think of her I seem to see acres of 
green grass, a placid little loke, n 
silver strip of river, and a boundary 
lino of hills, and within tho un 
pretentious house a slight, ttnas 
Httmlng woman,— very real, very 
human, very appealing, supremely 
content in the self-knowledge that 
no matter what othera might think 
she was delivering her message to 
the world!" 

While Christian Scientists love 
Mrs. Eddy for her humanness, 
nevertheless they understand that 
her mission was divine. They be 
lleve Mrs. Eddy to be the final 
Revelator of Truth to mankind.

The first consideration of the 
embryo camper is to be sure of , 
the eaAe and accessabillty 
of water. A source of this vital 
necessity must be reached quick- 1 
ly for water is all important in 
the matter of washing, cooking 
and fire control. 

Second: Set up your tent in a 
cool, high, dry area where the 
rains (and at times a little rain 
is very welcome) won’t flood the 
floor of your shelter. Dig a shal- 
low trench around your tent in 
order to be positive of absolute 
and complete drainage. Then let 
it rain and relax, but keep your 
fingers away from the canvas 
roof. 

Third: We must eat, so estab- 
lish a cooking shelter other than 
that glorious outdoor fireplace. 
Inclement weather may force you 
to try to do your outdoor cook- 
ing with a blanket over you and 
the fireplace. Remember to bring 
a portable cook stove. A gasoline 
or kerosene stove will do. 

Fourth: We must sleep, so in 
order to rest as we should, we 
must have peace of mind, com- 
fort of body and complete relaxa- 
tion of our nerves. If we observ- 
ed all the aforementioned con- 
siderations we will find that if 
we have put all fires out, mos- 
quitoe nets are up, the boat is 
safely berthed, ail else is incon- 
sequential. We must have a cot 
to rest on and the canvas cots 
available are very comfortable. 
Keep some extra covers avail- 
able and don’t smoke in bed. 

Fifth: The outhouse can be 
screened, sanitized and protected 
the G.I. way and incidently after 
13 years of camping I find that 
Uncle Sam has the best system.

The Handwriting On the Wall 

A Sermon By Rev. M. Russell Boynton, D.D. 

Text: Daniel S:21 “ . . . nntll lie knew that the Most High God 
roletii In the kingdom of men." 


The great theme of the Book 
of Daniel is that all men and all 
nations live under the judgment 
of God. This theme is set forth 
with such remarkable literary 
ability that many of its figures 
of speech have passed into our 
common language. ‘The fiery 
furnace, the lions’ den, the feet 
of clay, and the handwriting on 
the wall are expressions that are 
in daily daily use. It is to the 
last of these and the story of 
Belshazzar’s feast from which 
it is taken that we turn our at- 
tention. 

Babylon had been successful 
in war. All of her enemies had 
been conquered. A market had 
been created for her goods that 
brought great commercial pros- 
perity. With the coming of this 
prosperity there had developed 
a leisure class which following 
the pattern of all time, was part 
of it devoted to the riotous pur- 
suit of pleasure and part of it 
to the cultivation of the arts and 
sciences. 

This was the background for 
Belshazzar’s feast. Undoubtedly 
the generals were there, the 
President of the First National 
Bank of Babylon was sure to 
have had an honored position. 
The great merchants were there 
— whose camel trains ranged far 
across the surrounding deserts 
to the uttermost parts of the 
then known world. The intel- 
lectuals were there, many of 
them quite convinced of their 
great superiority. Society was 
there bedecked in all its silks 
and jewels and revelling in all 
the gossip and intrigue of the 
court. It was just such a 
gathering as has been and still 
is held in the capitol of every- 
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great and conquering nation. 

And then there appeared this ! 
hand that mysteriously wrote 
upon the wall words that no one 1 
could understand. Words that 
were in themselves meaningless 
but nevertheless, possibly just 
because they could not be trans- 
lated. carried with them a tone 
of foreboding that troubled and 
distressed these supposedly most 
fortunate and care-free people. 

The generals made no preten- 
sions of being able to read the 
words, the President of the First 
National Bank of Babylon prob- 
ably thought it was the work of 
some subversive agitator. The 
1 wise men puzzled their brows 
and said that while they were 
at the moment unable to inter- 
pret it, a heavily endowed 
foundation should be established 
to do research upon it. The fol- 
lowers of society looked at it 
and decided that they could not 
be troubled by it. But still there 
remained a feeling of presenti- 
ment, a subconscious sense that 
all was not right. 

It is a rare touch in the story 
that the person who points the 
way towards the solution was 
not one who had been sharing 
in the riotous revelry of the 
feast, for we read: "Now the 
queen by reason of the words 
of the king and his lords came 
into the banquet house." Obvi- 
ously she had not been there for 
the feast itself. Its hollow sump- 
tuousness, its subtle -expression 
of superiority, all the artificial 
mockery that attends the shows 
which wealth and power con- 
stantly love to produce, evidently 
had had no appeal to her. Some 
deeper reality lived in her soul 
and she had been attracted not 
so much by military might and 
worldly wealth as she had by 
those deeper realities of life 
which find their expression in 
the great souls of earth. Only 
this could account for her inter- 
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est in Daniel, the prophet of the 
Lord. It remained for that 
prophet of the Lord, humble and 
poor and obscure as he was, to 
give evidence of a wisdom to 
which all ,the wealth and the 
power of his day could not at- 
tain. It was he who read the 
handwriting on the wall: "Mene, 
mene, tekel, upharsin" — num- 
bered, weighed and divided. 
"And in that night Belshazzar, 
the Chaldean king, was slain, 
and Darius, the Mede, received 
the kingdom." 

One has only to tell this story 
to discover its universal apti- 
tude. It is a story timeless in 
its setting and universal In its 
meaning. All men and all na- 
tions live under the judgment of 
God. Nebuchadnezzar, Belshaz- 
zar’s father, had met with great 
retribution ‘.until he knew that 
the Most High God ruleth in the 
kingdom of men,” and because 
Belshazzar had refused to learn 
this same great truth, disaster 
became inevitable. 

Mr. William L. Shirer has re- 
cently written of his "Return to 
Berlin." All of us, I suppose, 
listened to his broadcasts before 
the war and were familiar with 
his theme sentence: "This is Ber- 
I lin." There in those fateful 
years he watched the gathering 
of the great storm. He reported 
many an occasion similar to Bel- 
shazzar’s feast when the gener- 
als and the bankers, the mer- 
chants and the ornaments of so- 
ciety gathered themselves to- 
gether to display before the 
world their greatness and their 
importance. He saw the wide 
boulevards that had been built 
so that the armies of the Fueh- 
■ rer could the better parade their 
greatness. He saw the buildings 
where his henchmen had strutted 
through their ridiculous days. 
And even then the handwriting 
was on the wall but they could 
not read it. And then, after the 
war was over, Shirer went back. 
The boulevards had become pot- 
holes, and the buildings had be- 
come rubble. "Mene, mene, tekel. 
upharsin” — numbered, numbered, 
weighed and divided.” There had 
been no one %.mong them to in- 
terpret the handwriting on the 
wall because there was no one 
among them that walked with 
God. 

We will, however, be numbered 
among the blindest of the blind 
if we see the handwriting on 
the wall as applying solely to 
! others and not to ourselves as 
I well. There is no more deadly 
attitude than to suppose that 
all virtue resides in ourselves 
and all evil in others. We to- 
gether with all men and all na- 
tions live urTder the judgment of 
God. The very fact of the prog- 
ress and prosperity, the success 
and the victory which are now 
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ours place us in a position of 
gravest danger and render us 
peculiarly vulnerable to the judg- 
ment of God. 

It is a common observation 
that this is a secular age. The 
great sin of secularism Is Its 
stupid inability to correctly ap- 
praise values. It exalts the 
trivial at the expense of the con- 
sequential. It substitutes out- 
ward glamor for inherent worth. 
It follows the fleeting attractions 
of the eye rather than the deep 
understandings of the heart. 

Today there are thousands of 
boys and girls who cannot go to 
school at all because there arc 
no teachers to teach them be- 
cause there is no money provided 
to pay the teacher— and this in 
the richest country in the world. 
Compare , this with the days of 
our fathers when out of their 
deepest poverty they thought 
that no sacrifice was too great 
to adequately provide for the 
education of youth. Secularism 
is the confusion of values and 
must inevitably bring down upon 
itself the judgment of God. 

But aggin, we are all conscious 
of the tension which exists be- 
tween us and Russia. Not in- 
frequently we are reminded that 
basically this tension is a dif- 
ference in ideologies but the 
point that is so little understood 
is that if this difference is essen- 
tially a difference of ideology, 
then its real solution must be 
sought on that level. If the 
American way of life is to pre- 
vail over the Russian way of 
life it will only be as there is a 
spiritual virility in America that 
superior to that which Russia 
can produce. 

During a recent week two in- 
teresting statements were made. 
The first was in the annual re- 
port of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. It listed work which it 
had been doing in preventive 
medicine and in other scientific 
fields. It told the amazing story 
of the building of an immense 
telescope that would penetrate 
twice as far through the, heavens 
as anything previously known to 
man. But then it went on to 
.say that great as had been the 
benefits that had been derived 
rom natural science, the time 
had now come when it was even 
more important for us to direct 
our energies toward the sciences 
— the art of living together, be- 
cause if we did not develop the 
social sciences, and as a result 
of this neglect our society should 
fall apart, then all of our prog- 
ress in natural sciences would 
be of no value to us. I had no 
sooner finished reading this re- 
port of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion than I picked up a news- 
paper and read an interview with 
President Conant of Harvard 
University in which almost the 
identical words were used, and 
in which he, too, pointed out the 
imperative necessity of our day 
for an increased understanding 
of how successfully to live to- 
gether. 

But the only basis for an or- 
dered society as for an ordered 
universe is an understanding and 
acceptance of the laws of God. 
His judgments are true and 
righteous altogether. The hand 
still writes upon the wall and 
all men and all nations live un- 
der the judgment of God. 

Rev. Morrison Russell

Dr. Boynton was born in 
Haverhill, Mass., the son of the 
Reverend Nchemiah Boynton, 
D.D., and Mary Ella Wilcox 
Boynton. He attended secondary 
schools in Brookline, Mass.; De- 
troit, Michigan; and high school 
in Medford, Mass. 

He was graduated from Am- 
hert College with an A.B. degree 
in 1910 and in 1913 received his 
B.D. degree from Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary and an S.T.B. 
from Harvard in the same year. 
He has since received two hon- 
orary D.D. degrees: one from 
Chicago Theological Seminary in 
1928 and the other from Am- 1 
herst College in 1930. 

From 191318 he was assistant ' 
minister at the Clinton Avenue 
Congregational Church in Brook- 1 
lvn, New York, where his father j 
was the minister. He was a 
lieutenant in the Chaplains' I 
Corps of the United States Navy 
from 1918-20 and was stationed | 
at Santo Domingo with the Ma- 
rines. 

He went to Chicago in 1920 to 
be the minister of the Bryn 
Mawr Community Church and 
remained there until 1936 when 
he was called to the First Church 
in Newton (Congregational l. 

He was married in 1923 to j 
Margaret Whitnell and has two | 
daughters, Mrs. Robert C. Mac- 
Pherson of Willamstown, and 
Martha Anne Boynton, a stu- 
dent at Wellesley College.

high cost of maintaining this 
charitable institution and the 
lack of interest in enough mo- 
thers at this particular time who 
would ordinarily be guests at 
the Rest, has made it impossible 
to operate as “The Mother’s 
Rest” for the summer of 1947. 
The Board of Managers wishes 
to thank all those who have so 
generously supported their acti- 
vities and to assure them that 
the funds raised are greatly 
needed for the future use of the 
Rest. The; Board of the Associa- 
tion, during the past winter, has 
contacted the authorities in 
charge of Veterans’ Housing in 
Newton and in several near-by 
colleges with the idea that a 
group of homeless veterans and 
their families could be accommo- 
dated in the Rest Home. How- 
ever, the engineering experts in 
all cases declared the cost of 
equipping the Home for all-year 
round use, to be prohibitive. Fail- 
ing this, the Chiefs of Staff of 
20 hospitals in Greater Boston 
were asked as to the feasibility 
of using the Home for veterans’ 
wives and new babies. This also 
proved inadvisable. Therefore, 
when it was learned that the 
-Salvation -Array, would have to. 
close its Boston Day Nursery for 
children of working mothers, un- 
less other quarters were secured, 
the Board of Managers of the 
Mothers’ Rest felt that this was 
the solution to the immediate 
problem and would approach 
more nearly the purpose for

New G. O. P. Chairman 
Truly, organization is a wonder- 
ful thing, especially in the poli- 
tical arena. While the G O.P. is 
not doing so well on a national 
basis, it seems to be getting along 
nicely, thank you, in Massachu- 
setts. Former Governor’s Coun- 
cillor Winfield Schuster from the 
western part of the state is pro- 
bably wondering Just what hap- 
pened to him on May 21, when 
the vast majority of the members 
of the Republican State Commit- 
tee turned out and defeated him 
two to one in his contest against 
the relatively unknown Lloyd 
Waring of Melrose. 

Now, please do not misunder- 
stand me. There is nothing what- 
soever wrong with the new chair- 
man of the G.O.P. State Commit- 
tee. He has a most excellent 
reputation in fields other than 
political. Even in politics he is 
doubtless a substantial figure to 
those who chance to know him. 
His friends came to bat for him 
promptly a short time ago. When 
your columnist indicated that he 
he had never had the pleasure 
of meeting the gentleman or 
hearing about him in political 
matters, he was Immediately tele- 
phoned to by several of Mr. War- 
ing’s local admirers who knew 
him in the stock-broking field and 
said that he "had what it takes". 
So, good-luck to you, Chairman 
Waring and may your headaches 
be less in frequency and intensity 
than those of my good friend 
Archie Giroux of Lexington, who 
has now laid down his heavy 
burden. 

On the Same Theme 
As we read the papers daily 
and take a look at our State 
Legislature at close range, we 
sometimes wonder why there 
does not seem to be the same 
definite and powerful leadership 
that there is in the State Commit- 
tee. Consider the present situ- 
ation up on Beacon Hill right 
now. The Governor of the State, 
the technical leader of the Re- 
publican party is currently faced 
with a most unpleasant dilemma. 
His tax program is given little, 
if any, chance of passage in the 
House of Representatives. In 
addition to the opposition of Rep- 
Logan Dickie of Reading, a close 
friend of Lt. Governor Coolidge, 
according to all reports, our Gov- 
ernor now has the public opposi- 
tion of that exceedingly influen- 
tial Republican, Henry L. Shat- 
tuck of,the Back Bay, whom even 
the Democrats respect and listen 
to attentively. The Back Bay 
Representative is a former 
Treasurer of Harvard University 
and member of the Boston Cily 
Council. He favors all but the 
sales tax portion of Governor 
Bradford's program. However, 
that is the most important part 
of the program and the Gover- 
nor has stated repeatedly that 
he must have the whole program 
put through and not just one or 


two portions of it. What, there- 
fore, will happen? Possibly a 
stragetlc retreat on the part of 
the Governor. If he can jam 
through everything but the sales 
tax and if either the Republican 
or the Democratic leadership in 
the House can work out some 
other form of taxation to offset 
the loss in revenue from the de- 
feat of the sales tax, it is quite 
possible that the Governor will go 
along with the new set-up. In 
any event, we shall know a good 
deal more in another week or 
two. 

A Prophecy 

Several months ago your col- 
umnist went out on a limb, en- 
tirely unnecessarily, and made 
the prediction that former Gov- 
ernor Harold Stassen of Minne- 
sota would NOT be the G.O.P. 
nominee for President in 1948. 
Today I propose to go out on 
another limb, which appeal’s to 
be considerably stouter, and make 
the prediction that Ohio’s Senator 
Robert A. Taft will NOT be the 
G.O.P. nominee for President. 

In this connection, without in 
any way committing myself at 
this early date, may I merely 
suggest to my readers that there 
are two prominent statesmen, 
much in the public eye, who 
might conceivably wind up as 
the G.O.P. nominee^for Vice-Pres- 
ident. These two men are Harold 
Stassen, just referred to, and our 
own Senior Senator, Leverett 
Saltonstall. I realize fully that a 
prolonged and bitter struggle on 
the Philadelphia convention floor 
for the nomination for President 
might be the golden opportun- 
ity for friends of Senator Salton- 
stall to present his name for top 
billing. And he might get first 
prize after all. However, I try to 
be realistic and I am aware of 
the tremendous difficulty in 
bringing about the nomination of 
ANYBODY from New England. 
Let’s all keep that in mind as we 
hope for the best for our very 
popular and fine Senior Senator. 
Henry Wallace 

Now I have heard everything. 
The latest report is that the Dem- 
ocratic ticket in 1948 will be Tru- 
man and Wallace. The reason, 
of course, has nothing whatso- 
ever to do with the President’s 
affection for the eccentric Vice- 
President that was or his agree- 
ment with Mr. Wallace’s weird 
political views. The obvious rea- 
son is that Mr. Truman could 
not possibly win the Presidency 
WITHOUT Mr. Wallace’s support. 
Even the late Mr. Roosevelt 
would have been in grave danger 
of defeat the last two or three 
times that he ran had he not 
known in advance that the sup- 
port of most left-wingers and 
most of labor was his for the 
asking. Mr. Truman would be 
sunk without trace if he should 
be opposed by Mr. Wallace or 
one of his powerful adherents.

thorough clean up will result. 

The Newton Fire Department, 
through Chief John L. Keating 
has issued the following state- 
ment: 

"The spring Clean-Up is one 
sure way to bring safety Into 
the home. ‘Home safe, once 
again,' people say many times 
each year. But how safe is the 
home, Accidents and fires in 
homes take a heavy toll every 
year. Fires alone claim at least 
0000 lives in American homes 
annually. . 

Spring Clean-Up this year can 
bring greater safety to numer- 
ous homes right here in New- 
ton and elsewhere in the na- 
tion. Here are a few suggestions 
to follow which will help reduce 
fires starting and spreading: 

1. Look through the house 
from top to bottom, collect all 
items you’ll never use again — 
broken furniture, old clothing, 
papers and rubbish — and get 
rid of them. Tie the papers in 
bundles and see that they reach 
salvage headquarters promptly. 
Clean up the attic, cellar, closets, 
garage and yards. 

2. Ferret out paint and oil 
rags that might cause Are from 
spontaneous ignition. Burn them 
out of doors in a safe place or 
put them into a covered can 
until they are disposed of. Hang 
oil mops where air can circulate 
around them, never store them 
in warm closets or on stairways. 

3. Never burn papers or any 
debris on a windy day. Always 
use an incinerator with the top 
on while burning materials. Be- 
foi*e starting to burn, notice the 
direction of the wind so that the 
smoke will not become a 
nuisance to your neighbors. 

4. Avoid cleaning of any kind 
with gasoline, benzine or 
naphtha. Hundreds are killed at- 
tempting such cleaning annually, 
because the fumes of these 
liquids explode violently and are 
ignited by the tiniest flame or 
spark, even from rubbing fabric 
together* Avoid also pouring 
kerosene and other volatile in- 
flammable fluids onto a sluggish 
Are to quicken it. 

5. Check furnaces, stoves, 
pipes and chimneys for broken 
parts, rust holes, bracks and 
loose bHcks or mortar as soon j 
as you allow the fire to go out 
in the spring. Have repairs and | 
replacements made as soon as 
possible and made correctly. 
Clean out all of the soot. In- 
sulate with asbestos all wood or 
other combustible materials that 
are located too close to hot 
parts of the furnace or pipes. 
Rockwool can also be used for 
insulation in many places. 

6. Inspect electrical wiring, 
fixtures and appliances for de- 
fects. Have 'frayed cords on 
lamps and appliances and defec- 
tive equipment replaced. See 
that all fuses on regular house- 
hold circuits are 15 amperes and 


mat nurned-out fuse* are n<4 
bridged by piece* of metal. 

7. Be careful with smoking 
material* and matches. Keep 
enough ash tray* handy foi 
those who do smoke, and re- 
quest them to use them. Above 
all, do not smoke In bed. Pnt 
matches in safe containers and 
out of reach of children and 
mentally deficient persons. 

It is everyone’s duty to make 
their home safe from Are and 
free from accidents now, so that 
here in Newton we may all live 
and prosper safely.”

seminarians from Weston Collegt 
sang. Serving as altar boys were 
four veterans, one from each 
branch of the service. 

Rev. Clement Buckley of St 
John’s Seminary, Brighton, a 
former Marine Chaplain, was the 
speaker. Fr. Buckley compared 
present conditions in the world 
to those at the era of the Tower 
of Babel. The Four Freedoms for 
which our men in the service 
fought in World War II, he said, 
have not been achieved and there 
is no freedom in this country 
south of the Mason-Dixon line. 
He also stated that the United 
States is spending huge sums to 
fight Communism in Europe 
while at the same time Commun- 
ists are allowed to carry on their 
work in our own country. 

Members of all veterans or- 
ganizations marched on to the 
field behind massed colors. A 
detail of members of the Newton 
Police and Fire Departments led 
the parade with music furnished 
by the Newton High School Band.

History of the Church 

— o - * 

Centenary Methodist Church 
is celebrating this month the 
Eighth Anniversary of the dedi- 
cation of its sanctuary. Its cor- 
nerstone was laid on Christmas 
Day, 1886. Since that was in the 
One Hundreth Anniversary year 
of American Methodism, this 
Church, like many others started 
or built that year, was called 
"Centenary”. 

“Methodist work in Auburndale 
began in the year 1860. For a 
time services were held at the 
homes of the people and in the 
old Riverside Academy. The Sun- 
day School was organized Jan- 
uary 23, 1861. The first regular 
pastor engaged was Rev. L. P. 
Frost, who began his ministry 
April 13, 1862. The formal organi- 
zation of the church was com- 
pleted June 1, 1863. 

"Meetings were held in “The 
Hall”, a building at # the corner of 
Lexington and Melrose Avenue, 
until it burned July 23, 1865. 
Union services were then held 
with the Congregationalists un- 
til a lot was purchased and the 
present church building was 
partly erected.” 

In 1898 the parsonage at 304 
Central was purchased. In 1910 
the Parish House was added to 
the Church. In 1923 Miss Mabel 
T. Eager presented the Church 
an exceptionally fine pipe organ, 
in memory of her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. George R. Eager. 

Twenty-one ministers have 
served the Church. One of them, 
Rev. James W. Bash ford, subse- 
quently becoming a Bishop in 
the Methodist Church. 

Four former ministers are liv- 
; ing: Rev. Earl E. Harper, now 
; Director of Fine Arts at Iowa 
| University. Rev. Maurice L. Bul- 
lock, Superintendent of Metho- 
i dist work In the Springfield Dis- 
I trict. Rev. Mason W. Sharp, pas- 
tor of Trinity Church, Lynn. Rev. 
1 YV. Henry Shillington, moving 
this week to Wesley Church, 
Salem. 

Centenary Church has long 
been known in Newton for its 
friendliness toward all and in 
its practical kindness. Its mem- 
bers believe that the religion of 
Jesus is important every hour 
of the week. 

Centenary has also long been 
known as “A Singing Church”. 
Its high grade choirs have been 
led for twenty years by Mrs. 
Franklin E. Leland, as organist 
and director.

Rudolf F. Koops 

Rudolf F. Koops, a former resi- 
dent of West Newton, died on 
Friday, May 2, at his late home j 
on Water street, Eastport, Me., , 
following a long period of failing 
health. 

Mr. Koops was born In New 
York city, N. Y., on Aug. 23, 1882, 
the son of Henry V. and Elsie 
(Geib) Koops. He spent his early 
life in New York, was gradual ed 
from the Morris High school and 
the Cooper Institute, and attend- 
ed Brooklyn Polytechnic Insti- 
tute.
